one day, ao It will atlll be In time to 
kelp Bome 2,9B0 atudeoU. Tbe rulea 
with explanations of obacure polnta 
tollow : 

1. No freshman abould have the 
Teglatrar check hla transcript before 
Monday. 

2. No sophomore or uppcrctaas- 
nan ahonld get any permits before 
Monday. Sy not attendlns to each 
matters before Monday the rush In 
the offlcea Is mach ireater, and the 
atadent hae « perfecUy allowable ei- 
caie for regUterinK late — tf he can 
make the president belleTe It. 

3. No student of any claaa whatao- 
oTSr should be on hand when hla 
anaber la ealled. He ahonld, how- 
•rer be at tbe gym door botb before 
and after that time. As aoon aa the 
door is opened be thonld graap the 
door-keeper Is a conValalve dutch 
and should argue with blm for 10 
or 16 minutes regarding the poaslUl- 
ity of getting In then and there.

Enrolment In K. 8. A. C. aince tbe

kept ahead of the building program. 
Waten Itall Ready for Use 

The new cafeteria was occupied

wing of Waters hall, the agricultural 
building. In now ready for occupancy, 
tbe veterinary clinic and hospital 
will be completed this month. Tbe 
weat wing of the stadium, having a 
feitinf capacity of s,000 peraons, la 
ijow ready (or UM. ".-«»*(!>' - 

th4 nlerlor of the weat wing of 
Waters hall (a a dupllokte of tbe east 
wing which was completed in 1ft 12. 
The new wing will accommodate the 
departments of dairy husbandry, 
poultry husbandry, and agricultural 
economics. The appropriation for 
tbia structure waa |27G,0OO. 

The dairy department will occupy 
the firat two floors of the new wing. 
This department Is now houaed In a 
building 17 y^ara old and lacking 
much of the modern equipment that 
tbe development o( the Industry In 
Kansas has in the last Ifi years made 
necessary. 
DaliT IHT«rtin«iit Well Equliiped 

Accommodations afforded in the 
new wing of Waters hall will provide 
the dairy department wltb facilities 
as good as any in tbe country. On the 
floors devoted to this department 
win be an Ice cream laboratory, three 
dairy research laboratories, a cold 
■torage plant, class rooms, and of- 
flcaa. 

On the north end of the* wing Is a 
one story annex GO feH miuarp for I 
use as a creamery und dairy manu* . 
fkcturlng laboratory. A eimllar an- 1 
B«x haa been added to the north end ; 
of the east wing for use by the ani- 
mal husbandry department as a 
meats laboratory. It was desirable 
to have single rooms with tbree out- 
aide exposures for theee laboratories 
on account of ventilation require- 
ments. 

An Econnmlrn on Top Floor 

A large part of the top floor ot 
the new wing will be taken by the 
agricultural economics department, 
tbe youngest but second in point of 
enrolment in the agricultural dl- 
Tlalon. At leait two rooms on the 
floor wll be used by students of the 
Agricultural division tor organisation 
meetings. One dass room will be 
•quipped for Illustrated lectures. 

Whether It be a Pekinese or an 
•lepbant that is to be treated, a place 
U to be found for It in the new vet- 
•rtnary clinic and hospital building, 
for which the legislature of IISI 
■nnted an appropriation of 1100,- 
AOO. The building Is divided into a 
MDtral portion and two wtngs, and 
la two full stories and an attic In 
belght. Tbe location Is Juat north ot 
tbe Taterlnary ball. 

On the main floor are the opermtleg 
rooBB, equipped with operating 
tables for both large and email aiil- 
^wlo. A large amphitheatre will en- 
able studenta to observe the opera- 
tlona. 

Need Hore Moa^ for BaUdlas 

Single and box stalls for boraea 
and cattle, with a large bydranllo 



elevator for tbe larger aafmala, are 
In the right wing. In the other wing 
are tbe Instmment and aterllislng 
rooma, tbe phanoacy, and tbe Isota^ 
tloB wards for contaglooa diseaaea. 

Hie second story will contain a 
laboratory for Urge and small ex- 
perimental animals, the reaearcb 
laboratory, and the rooms for the 
senior atudenta In veterinary medi- 
cine- The large attio will he used as 
a feed and hay loft. 

Another appropriation will be 
neceiaary before the building can be 
completed. The veterinary division 
is fa need of tbe south wing original- 
ly planned but not included because 
of Inaufflclent funds. 

Cafeteria la One of Beat 

The cafeteria building, tbe flneat 
of Its kind In the ataw, waa built at 
a coat of tl8e,000. It la a two- 
story structure and staada Just In- 
side the campus to the right of the 
south gate. 

The cafeteria occupies tbe base- 
,ment and flrat floor ot the building. 
Tbe dining room proper Is a light 
room with full length windows of 
French effect. It occupies the entire 
north side of the first floor. Tbe 
walls and ceiling of the room are 
finlahad in old Ivory, and tbe floor la 
finished in tan combination with 
brown magnlstone composition bord- 
er. 

The cafeteria dining room baa a 
ieating capacity of 260 peraons. or 
approximately twice the number that 
could be accommodated In tbe old 
building. At tbe noon hour it Is pos- 
sible to aerve from 1,200 to 1,600 
persons. 

DInlBg Room oa Second Floor 

On the second floor ii a large cen- 
tral dining room, wltb three smaller 
dining rooms adjoining that can eas- 
ily be made a part of the mala din- 
ing room. These rooms will be 
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need tor tbe tea-room and 
service. 

Two ctaM rooms oa tbta floor irUl 
be used for InaUtutJonal teacbln*. 
while tbe cafeteria and tea room wlU 
be used for a geBeial laboratory. A 
separate laboratory ia to be equipped 
for the see of the boueehold eco- 
nomics experimental work.

Tbe Memorial atad lam for which a 
halt million dollar drive among 
alumni and friends of the college ia 
DOW under way, shows subsUnttal 



-progrees. The seating capacity ot 
the ^mpleted portion la approxlmate- 
ty 8,000, one-tblrd of tbe eoatem- 
ptated seating capacity Of tbe 
eompleted structure. Tbe con- 
struction to date haa coat 1109,000. 
The stadium corporation has adopted 
the plan of building aa funda are 
raised. The weat wing will not seat 
the erowda which are attracted by 
football games but temporary bleach- 
ers will be used to accommodate the 
overflow until the other two sections 
of the stadium are completed.

A new ayatem of checking accounts 
baa been Installed at the new College 
State (tank In Agglevllle. This system 
la called tbe Cur-Check ayatem, and 
resembles in principle the A. B. A. 
Traveler'^ check idea. A book of 
checka wUta the amounts printed on 
them is Issued at the bank when the 
money la deposited. Each one of 
these checks must be algned by the 
president of the bank and by tbe 
customer In the presence of the bank 
official. When the cbeck Is to be 
caabed. It is countersigned by the 
customer. A check wilt not be hon- 
ored nntesa countersigned by the 
original signer. 

This system haa several advan- 
tagea. A customer canont overdraw 
hla account. When his deposit In 
tbe bank i| exhausted, hla cheek 
book will be empty. For this reason, 
tbe merchants will more readily ac- 
cept a Cur-Check, becauae tbey are 
more certain that there will be no 
trouble with returned checks. The 
Cur-Check system la more economi- 
cal tor the bank and for the custom- 
er. A service fee -of SO cents per 
rhonth Is charged on accounts aver- 
aging less than $60 during the month 
upon wbtcb more than five checks are 
laaued.- There Is no charge for a 
Cur-Check account.

Letters recently received In the 
Bfronomy department at the college

Those 
diets lacking In vttatnlne A, to he 
found In the oils of some fisbes, but- 
ter, egg yolha, beet and celery tops 
and some cereals, resulted In the 
death of the rats. Those diets lat-k- 
Ing in vitamlne B, to be found In 
polished rice, white flour am) muscle 
types of meal, caused disorders of the 
digestive iyalems and finally paraly- 
■la of the lower limbs. If the diet Is 
lacking in vitamlne D, which includes 
that found In cod liver oil and In 
■mall amounts In cocoanut oil, 
rickets will he the result. Of vita- 
mlne E, which has only recently 
been discovered, very little is known 
but there Is poalttvc ptoot of Its 
presence. 

According to Doctor McCullom,' 
the diet followed by the American 
people Is too low in calcium rontcni 
and hUh In phospltorus content. The 
American people eat too much meat 
and sugar, and not enough of dairy 
products and the more lesfy vege- 
Ublea.

According to Dr. f;, M, Slever, 
college physician, there are at prea- 
eni two cases of typhoid fever in 
Manhattan, one being a student In 
the college hospital and the oihar a 
resident living near the campus. 
Both of these cases originated In 
Herlngton, where Ibe disease haa 
reached the proportions of an epU 
demic, . 

A aludeni who conlracta typhoid 
cannot expect to lose less than g 
semester's time, even when recovery 
is complete, which Is not always the 
case. Quite often tbe patient la left 
with some organic weaknesLdue to 
tbe ravagea of the diaeasa. All these 
dangers may be averted by taking 
advantage of the offer ot the college 
health department to inoculate, (r«« 
of charge, anyone wishing tbe aer* 
vica. 

"This should be attended to with- 
ont delay," aald Doctor Slever. "Wo' 
do not want to scare anyone, but In 
view of tlie highly eontagloua nature 
of typhoid, we think It beat for all 
students to be Inoculated agalnet the 
disease at once, and tbaa save time, 
money, and health."

this arrangeiueiil will cause an itiereased S(df ccuitroi, result- 
ing in higlH-r id(>als and heller eooperatioii. and that ofUcers 
of Kuftieieiit wisdom atui tualnrity may he found so that appeal 
to cfdh'ge autlKUilies sliatl he unnecessary." 

Tite ollicers of flic ussociatioti are a president and vice 
president, elect cd liy the associatiim as a whole, and a secre- 
tary ami treasurer, ehjcted by the executive council of the 
associalion. , 

Tlie execniive couueil is the suprenu* govi^rniiig body of the 
Htudeiit association. This council consists of 1!p members, and 
its memliershl]> is iiuide up as follows: the president ami vice 
presideid of I lie aHsocialioii. two niemhers fr<»ni eacli of the 
college classes, two from the liteniry society council, <mic from 
the K fraternity, one frrmi the women's athletic association, 
one fntiii the V. \V. ('. A. caliincl. otie from the vocational 
Bchool. 

There are standing ctuntnittees on 'disciidine, finance, and 
other important pnddems. Ail rc-gulatituis passed l)y the ex- 
ecutive council, by committees, and by the associution as a 
whoie are considered valid and binding upttn all students in 
MO far as the actions are not disapproveil by-tbe faculty anil the 
president of the college. 

The small percentage of seniors at the class meeting last 
week, tin out of a total enrolment of a|»proximately 35n. is 
an Indication of the lethargy ami lack of Interest vviilch pre- 
vail among the studeiUs in connection with college affairs 
which should he of some Importance. 

I'resldetit Jardlne, speaking in assembly recently, urged 
that the students support the H, S. G. A. "Methoils of self 
govern ment are as important as book and laboratory informa- 
tion." he said.

It i^ an Indlcjitor of much more than the personal ability or 
popularity of the individual thus honored. The church is 
waking up to a realization of the Immensity of Its rural problem. 
The East Is waking up to the fact that the West has something 
to offer In national affairs. Too long have "national" con- 
ferences bepn addressed by men from New York and Massachus- 
etts and Rhode Island, wtille the great areas of Illinois and 
Iowa and Kansas and the Dakotas and Washington have been 
almost overlooked as factors in the economic and religious life 
of the country. 

Something of this sort Dr, Malcolm Dana, director of rural 
work for the Congregational Educational society, bad in mind 
when be wrote Prof. Walter Burr of K. S. A. C. recently con- 
cerning the latter's speech to be given this month before the 
national council of Congregational churches. 

"1 have felt that moat of our councils and conferences have 
been from the standpoint of the city minister, despite the fact 
that the \i8ual majority (»f ministers In attendance are rural." 
aald Doctor Dana. "The outstanding speakers are nearlv alwavs 
city minded and no word is given about tlie great teemiiig 
farm and agricultural questions.

Book buying In Europe Is getting 

to be a difllcult art, according to 

'ijCharles Smith, reference librarian 

at the University of Washington. 

Ik Mr. Smith Is on his way back to 
Seattle from a four months' trip 
abroad, and stopped here to visit his 
brother, A. B. Smith, K. 8. A. C. li- 
brarian. He told of soqie of his 
European experiences In a talk be- 
fore the library staff recently, 

"It Is Increasingly difficult to pick 
op good sets of scientific books," said 
Mr. Smith. "The older editions are 
becoming very rare, most of them 
having been boUKht up by European 
and American universities. Japan 
especially Is a heavy buyer just at 
present." 

Mr. Smith was sent abroad by the 
'University of Washington to secure 
books tor the graduate school li- 
brary. He visited England, Scot- 
land, Holland, Germany, France and 
Itely. 

He told of one experience In find- 
ing the second of a series of French 
books for the architecture depart- 
ment of the graduate school. The 
flrst series he bad obtained, but the 
second was quite rare. Arriving in 
Birmingham, England, one noon, 
he found that Birmingham had 

• chosen that particular day for its 
weekly half holiday. He went to one 
bookshop, only to find it closed, but 
he pounded on the door anyhow, Just 
to relieve his feelings. The owner 
of the shop happened to be within, 
^nd upon hearing that tbe librarian 
bad come so far for bis errand, in- 
Tlted him into the store. He handed 
the dealer a list of the books he 
desired, and turned to browse among 
the shelves. There be found a com- 
plete set of the architecture books 
tor which he bad been hunting, and 
bought them at a price which a 
French dealer later assured him was 
extremely low. 

"Tbe book dealers of Lelpslc have 
a curious custom." said Mr. Smith, 
"of holding a book fair twice a year. 
They extend long term credit to the 
smaller shops all through the coun- 
trr. and then at the semi-antiual 
fairs, the country dealers come In 
to contract for their new supply and 
to settle their accounU." 

Mr. Smith went on to Seattle after 
a short visit with bis brother here.

"What is the best variety of wheat 
for me to grow on my (arm?" Is one 
of the commonest of thousands dt 
questions tbi^ college experts are 
continually asked to answer. 

A definite reply cannot usually he 
made to this query offhand. Rather, 
the answer Is based on the results of 
rooperallve wheat variety tests con- 
ducted under the direction of Prof. 
H, H. I..aude of the agronomy depart- 
ment, who has charge of cooperative 
experiments. 

During September test seed was 
shipped from the agronomy depart- 
ment to S9 cooperators, some of 
them being Individual farmers and 
other county agents who redistrib- 
ute the seed where wanted. These 
men represented 66 Kansas coun- 
ties. In each of the testa, from five 
to nine varieties were Included, the 
selection being made according to 
the varieties best suited to the par- 
ticular section of tbe state. Along 
with these tt^st samples, each farm- 
er plants Home ot his own wheat so 
as to make a comparison between It 
and the test varieties. In this way 
each experimenter determines the 
variety of wheal best adapted to his 
farm iiud the ImmtuHale nelghbor- 
hood In which he lives. 

The results of these experiments 
will be determined after the harvest 
next spring. 



Khaki Clad Military Stadentt 

To Work Under 'Maker of Men 



Among the changes in tli« penoB- 
nel of the military department la tbe 
appointment of Major Charles A. 
Cbapraao to the ofDce of professor of 
military science and tactics. Few peo- 
ple at K. S. A. C. are acquainted with 
his re«ord, facts about which are 
gathered with difficulty, since Major 
Chapman Is a modest man who will 
say IHtle about himself. Tbe record 
of his aervice, available In tbe files of 
the military department, is here set 
forth. 

Major Chapman entered West 
Point In 1908, received a commission 
IIS Kecond lieutenant In the coast 
artillery corps In 1910, in I'JIS re- 
ceived a comralsslon as first lieuten- 
ant, and In 1917 was promoted to a 
captaincy. While overseas with the 
third division, field artillery, he 
ranked as a lieutenant colonel. 

When the armltitlce was signed 
there were many claims to be ad- 
justed between France and America, 
ilonieone was needed to adjust these 
claims, and Major Chapman was 
chosen. That be served well on this 
mission In tbe capacity of an execu- 
tive Is shown by the fact that the 
French government saw fit to bestow 
upon bim tbe coveted "medallle 



mutuaille." In April. 1919, be re- 
eelTod ma honorable discharce from 
aetlva aervice, Tetalnlng the rank of 
major. 

.Major Chapman is that type ot 
man who naturally appeals to the 
mind of youth. Iron grey, well 
groomed, quick, energetic, gentle in 
manner and speech, and a lover of 
athletics, he commanda the respect 
and admiration of all who know 
him. About bis conduct there ia lit- 
tle to cause one to consider blm a 
rigid disciplinarian. But be is not an 
advocate of lax methods. Discipline 
is meted out kindly but firmly. He 
relies on the force of example rather 
than rule. All who serve under him 
cannot help but imbibe some of that 
spirit, and those who know him well 
often refer to him as "Chapman, 
maker ot men." 

For three years he has command i^d 
tbe artiltery unit at this college. So 
well did he handle this part ot the 
work that the office ot the chief ot 
coast artillery took occasion to com- 
ment on the "excellence ot the offi- 
cers and the excellence of the Instruc- 
tion in that branch of the service at 
Kansas State Agricultural college."

There are but three institutions Id 
the United States that are teaching 
Htudents practical milling. K. S. X, 
C. Is one of them. The other two 
are Pennsylvania State college and 
the University ot Minnesota. 

The department of milling Industry 
at K. S. A. C. was organized In the 
summer ot I'JIO, the millers of the 
state and others subscribing mure 
than $2,000 toward its support. Stu- 
dents In the department are from 
the division ot engineering, agricul- 
ture and general science. The type 
of course selected depends upon what 
the particular student wisbea to fol- 
low later. 

The model milt established here 
has a capacity ot TQ barrels per day. 
The inachluery was bought on the 
open market and the equipment con- 
sists of six double standard ball 
bearing rolls, two six section shift- 
ers, three centrifugal reels, two 
double purifiers, bran duster, receiv- 
ing separator, milling separator, ver- 
tical scourer, two dust collectors, and 
tn fact all the modern equipment. 
1'here Is also a small experimental 
mill that will mill completely 10 to 12 
samples ot wheat at Ave pounds each 
in a day. With this mill new stu- 
dents begin their work. 

The department spends a great 
deal ot time In working out milling 
problems. For severaj years in co- 
operation with the BKronomy depart- 
ment this section has been attempt- 
ing to determine the baking and mill- 
Ing qnnllties of varletk's ot wl|eat and 
the effect of certain seed i»ed treat- 
ment on the milling and baking 
qualities of that wheat. The depart- 
ment alno cooperates with the mills 
throughout the slate in working out 
thidr various problems.

Associate Prof. H. A. Shlnn of the 
public speaking department talked 
lo the student body Tuesday, October 
IS, on "Calfpaths of internattonsl- 
inm." 

The discovery by primitive man 
ilu'i It he, the stronger, would co- 
operate with the weaker primitive 
man, much more could he accomp- 
lished, wan the first lesson In Inlerna- 
ttonallHm, Professor Shlnn said. In 
this way irlbes were formed. The 
second lesson came when Ihe smaller 
tribes found they could band together 
and defeat the stronger tribes. The 
union of several tribes or stales to 
form a nation was the third step Uk 
Internationalism. Now the nailona 
are attempting to unite for protec- 
iltin against* stronger nations nnA 
.igalnst themselves Tbe world la In 
thir fourth phase ot Inlernutionallsm. 
"When groups of nations come to- 
gel her," Professor Shlnn said, "tbey 
do not meet because of the love one 
has for another. In the last war 
France and tiUigland Joined hands 
not because they loved each other 
hut tiecause they feared Qermany. 
Tbe nations are not coming together' 
on tbe right basis. U must be a basli 
of love — not selfishness or hate. 

"Another Csltpath of Internatlon- 
allsni," the speaker continued, "la 
our spirit ot patriotism, We mnet 
have not only a spirit of national 
patriotism but also a spirit of wor*4 
patriotism. 

"The world needs original think- 
Ing, it needs men and women whose 
minds are open, who are capable of 
thinking new things," aald Professor 
Shlnn. "In Egypt tber are stilt wat- 
tarlng their vast areas by carrying 
water In little pigskin bags — no one 
baa done any original tblnklAK- 
Tbare are too many blndehound con- 
aervatlves today who are carrying 
tbelr policies In pigskin bags. What 
tbe world needs Is fewer men and 
women carrying pigs Una and more 
earrylng abeepaklns, if they repre- 
Mmt boneet application and original 
thinking."

TO BIjGCTRICAL enginbkrm 



Instractora In nivtnton Address Reg- 
gnlar Seminar

electrical engineering seminar were 
of particular value to the "electrics" 
because of the practical knowledge 
of the two speakers. O. D. Hunt and 
H, B, Beckwith., both Instructors in 
the engineering division. 

Mr. Hunt spoke very interestingly 
of Impressions formed and (acts ' 
gleaned while helping with the con- 1 
atructlon of a high power transmis- 
sion line In tbe northwestern part of 
Idaho and the eastern part of Ore- 
gon. 

Water power Is used entirely by 
Idaho and Oregon In generating elec- 
tricity, according to Mr. Hunt, and 
tbe enormous possibilities for power 
offered by the Columbia river lie 
practically untouched, because ot 
topographic obstaclea and lack of in- 
dustries. 

Mr. Beckwith. who spent laut sum- 
mer with the Consumer's Power 
company at Jacksonville, Mlcb., 
chose as bis topic, "Efflclency of 
Power Plant Operation." He cov- 
ered the subject thoroughly, pointing 
out the places in the plant where los- 
ses In power occur, and auggestiitg 
methods of remedy.

An electrically operated hoard, 
which reproduces mechanically every 
play ihat can be made upon a football 
neld, is being brought to the college 
by Sigma Delta Chi, the men's Journ- 
ullsm rraternlty which sponsors the 
football parties whenever the Agrte 
Wildcats play out ot town. The Grid 
Graph, aa tt is called, will be used at 
the football party Saturday, Novem- 
ber 10. when the Aggies play Gun- 
nell. 

I'aed In M. V. fichoiAa 

The Grid Graph is tbe type of elec- 
tric football board that Is being used 
In all Mlsaeuri Valley schools to re- 
produce the games that tire played 
away from home. A man on the grid- 
iron sends the detailed reports to an 
operator behind the board. This 
operator merely presses keys to re- 
produce the game, play by play. 

For example, if Stark passes to 
SwartE for a 20 yard gain, an electric 
light flashes the pass from the ortit- 
Inal position to the exact position 
where It la caught and then to where 
tt la carried. At the same time a 
signal ftltows that the pass was from 
Stark to Swartt. 

No .'Innounrer Neoeasary 

No announcer is necessary. The 
entire story Is told just as If the audi- 
ence were actually sitting on thi| Held 
of conflict. The board Is quite lartre 
and can easily be read from all parts 
of tbe auditorium. 

Sigma Delta Chi has not purchased 
the Grid Graph as yet. It Is being 
brought here on approval by a mem- 
ber of the company and after a dem- 
onstration has been made for the 
Grinnell game. Sigma Delta Chi will 
aecure expressions from the student 
body. If the sport fans feel that the 
board Is much better than the present 
method of reproducing tbe games, 
the Grid Graph will be purchased.

Due to the fact that the rental 
charge of the board Is extremely 
high, and the purchase price still 
higher — |1,2S0— the admlasion to 
the Grinnell game will be 50 cents. 
As usual a fourth of the proceeds 
will be given to the Stadium fund.

There ia no such thing aa the much 
talked of ••Jinx" on MISE>aurl. Com- 
partton of scores since the Aggies nr^t 
played Missouri In IMtia, shows that 
the honors are even with a very 
small margin tn every case. 

The Aggies played Missouri eight 
games in the past 14 years, and I'lo 
scores are aa follows: 1S09, Missouri 
3, Agfcies 0; 1914, Missouri 14, Ag- 
gies 3: 1915. Miesourt 0, Aggies 0; 
t9I«, Miaaourl 6. Aggies T. No 
game.s were played with Missouri In 
l!)n and IdlS, because of tbe war. 
Wb^ the Wildcats again played the 
Tlgera In 1919, the flnal score was 
6 to 6, tbe Aggies having held the 
strongest team In the valley to a tie. 
In 1920 Missouri defeated K. S. A. 
C. 10 to 7, but revenge was again 
the Wildcat's in 1921 when the Ag- 
gies won G to 7. In 1922. with the 
dope favoring the Mlssourlans, the 
Aggies took the long end of a 10 to 
14 score. 

These scores, bealdes showing thut 
the Miaaourl jinx Is unreal, bring 
out the interesting feature that the 
teams of the two itchoota have al- 
ways battled to a close score.

Al'onxo E. Taylor, lu bis address to 
the students of K. S. A, C. in chapd 
Thursday m^tnUiy. *i« not how ure 
we going to contrive to ralHe wiiimt 
In the present volume at the same 
export price and make money but 
how and when are we going to quit 
exporting wheat altogther." Doctor 
Taylor in president of Leiand Btan- 
ford unlverNjty and has made the 
wheat problems of the world his 
specialty. He is probably the best 
posted man In the world on the 
wheat conditlona today. 

"There are three reasons why we 
munt get nut of the exporting of 
wheal If wo are to make domeHilc 
product Inn profltahlf," the speaker 
continued, "First, our competltois 
can raise wheat much cheaper than 
we can. They are in a semi extractive 
state of development, they have mu-'h 
leas money In land, their labor coMs 
are lower, and their standards of liv- 
ing are certainly nut as high as ours. 
In no country la the coat of produc- 
tion per bushel within 10 or in cents 
aa high as ours. And they will )<e 
able to produce at a lower cost for 
many years to come. 

"In Ihe second place our com- 
petitors export Wetter wheal than 
we do. We do not raise enough gorrt 
wheat to supply our own needa be- 
cause the people demand such a blah 
nt'allty of flour. Bo we export non- 
descript wheat — wheat Ihat has bopii 
penalised In American markets, Alt 
the oth^r ('ountriea export their best 
wheat tiKCHtise their domestic re()Ui<'e' 
ments are no low and their populn- 
tionn so much less than ours. This 
condition too wit) exist for mary 
years to come.

Down on the banks of the K»iiMi 
rUer Prol. F. C. Oatea, of the college 
1>otany department, ha« discovered 
several apeclment of etiulsetuni, 
oa« of the varlettM of horae tails or 
■courlnit rushes, which have de 
velop<fd gain«tophytBB, a itro'-n 
growth close to the ground. 

The only other oMaslon on whifh 
Cametophytes were found was In 187B 
near Cornell, when speclmflnn were 
dtacovere4 and all thosn available 
were sold to colleKes over iho coud 
try. They were the only plants whirh 
have been used to study this oddity. 

The search for the jtametophyte Is 
■ continuous process amonK botanlsls 
of the country. A member of the 
botany department of Mlrhlgan uni- 
versity has made a search (or seven 
days each year for 50 years and baa 
aever dlBcovered It. The search bsa 
been hept up here for 30 odd years, 
for 17 years under the supervision of 
Professor Qales. It U sate to say that 
not one out ot 10,000 botanists hba, 
«ver seen this growth. 

Tho spoclraens were found down In 
the mud along the Kansas, south of 
town. The development of the 
gametophyte seems to be peculiar to 
■mall areas, since very few of the 
plants around each apace have de- 
veloped !t. A plant with this develop- 
ment do«a not necessarily reproduce 
like planta. It Is probable that thete 
will be no ■peclmens to be found in 
tble spot next year. 

Sclentlats have always known that 
theoretically those gametophyti's 
should be present hut they are actual- 
If not dlaoovered once In GO years 
and scientists are searching for the 
reasons.

The rural commerce course, or- 
ganUed at K, 8. A. C. three years agi', 
has made greater advances In enrol- 
ment and suhjecte taught In the cur- 
riculum than any other course on the 
hill. There are over ZOO students en- 
rolled In rural commerce. In addition 
to a great number who are tahlnK 
subjects from the curriculum ot ru 
ral commerce as electlves. 

Three years ago the course In rural 
commerce did not have a place in the 
annual catalog, but was announced In 
a small four leaf folder under the 
heading llural Commerte and 
IIUMlneHB Administration, Today It Is 
announced In a prominent place in 
the catalog and the curriculum which 
It offers compares favorably with 
similar courses offered in other col- 
leges. 

Perhaps the llrst man on the hill 
tourgethe orgunlxatton of a commenc 
course wa« Dr. J. E. Kammeyer, 
bead ot the department ot economics 
and sociology. For ieveral years 
past he has recommended such a 
course and the correctness of his 
Judgment has been proved by tbe 
large number ot students who en- 
rolled In rural commerce as soon as 
it was ottered by the college. 

"This course is In harmony with 
the spirit ot K. 8. A. C. and the gen- 
eral trend of a college education as 
a whole, which is to combine theory 
with practice and give courses and 
instruction in harmony with the 
needs of students when they enter 
what is called practical lite," said 
Doctor Kammeyer. "A student 
who takes this course ought to be ln?'- 
ter prepared tor a liuslness career 
than he would be without U or with 
only a broad education.

TJiere, 
with plow and shovel, they planted 
the first seeds which have flowered 
Into great treasures, undreamed of 
In their aggregate wealth as the 
steady stream ot produce continues 
to flow from those fertile Oelds ar.d 
valleys, 

Mr. Hough has revived a tra- 
dition In hla historical back ground to 
hla story but be baa gone further and 
made the people ot that period In 
whose debt generations upon genera- 
tlona to come will ever remain, come 
out upon the plains again and live 
their drama. How one doea thrill 
and how Intensely absorbed one be- 
eomea in the reaction to this achieve- 
ment, cannot be described.

Ramse)- Turbo- Electrical Condttnnlng 
LocodiotlTe b Described 

Prof. C. E. Reld. head of the de- 
partment of electrical engineering, 
and E. L. Brady, sophomore In tbe 
departmetn, addressed the electrical 
engineers at the seminar held Thurs- 
day. 

Brady told of the new Ramsey 
turbo-electrlcal condensing locomo- 
tive. This locomotive Is a product of 
recent experimentation and com- 
mands much Interest throughout 
electrical fields. The main feature ot 
the machine ts tbe propelling with 
electrical power, which is furnished 
by means of stesm turbines. Brady 
gave an interesting discussion on the 
general construction of the locomo- 
tive. 

According to Professor Reld, at the 
present rate of enrolment of electri- 
cal engineers thorugfaout the colleges 
over the country, a shortage of men 
Is due in tbe future. Mr. Reld point' d 
out that the college graduate baa tbe 
advantage over tbe short course man 
and mentioned further that the Gen- 
eral Electric company was sot ac- 
cepting short course men now as they 
have done in tbe past.

Idea — Annual has Short History 



Score of 4 to 2 Olv«a HIkhhitI Victory

The result of the MlBeouri-AcKie 
mud flgbt Saturday Iti wbleb the 
TIsers demonstrated tbeir eaperlarlty 
as mud doKi put a damper on tbe 
Aggie chances for a champtonshlp 
this season, but It Increaaed the Wild- 
cat team's determination to win their 
three remaining games. 

Asglee Work Beat on Dry liand 
All three games which have be.m 
played at home this year bave been 
played on a muddy fleld. Luck seems 
to have been against tbe Aggies so 
tar this aeaaon. but with a few breaks 
the team ibouUd Bnlata In the first 
division. The Aggie backfleld is ft 
dry land aggregation and the line 
plays a much better game on terra 
firma than on the sea, so granting 
the Jupe PIutIub does not play any 
more jokea, the Wildcats will finish 
high In the valley ataodlDg. 

The game Saturday was one of a 
very few games In which a like score 
fl«snlted. The tact that every point 
of the contest was made by safeties 
ibows that conditions prevented elth- 
«r team from developing a punch 
which wouud put the ball over tbe 
Une. 

Break BcsulU In Safety 
The first safety was the result of 
ft break backed by a strong wind. 
The Tiger punter was able to out 
kick Mlldrexter, owing to the wind 
ftt his back. But tbe break came 
on the 80 yard line. Punting on the 
fourth down on tbe 30 yard line, 
UlsBourl had the kick blocked but 
the ball bounced directly back into 
the arms of the kicker who fell upon 
it. This gave the Tigers a first down. 
The second punt fell on the 8 yaid 
line, Mlldrexter was tackled l>etore 
he could get rid of the ball, a two 
point lead tor Mlss6url resultinB- 
The second safety for Missouri re- 
■ulted In the fourth quarter, under 
tlrailar conditions. 

The Missouri safety which netted 
two counters for the Aggie* was In- 
tentional. The Wildcats had pushed 
the Tigers back until they were in 
the shadow of their own goal. Fear- 
ing that the punt would be blocked 
and a touchdown result, Bond re- 
ceived the ball, ran back of the goal 
line and was tackled (or a aafety. 
Since there was only two minutes fc 
play, the result of this pretty bit of 
strategy prevented the Aggies from 
threatening the Bengal goal again. 



Most of us think that the Roynl 
Purple has always been, since the 
beglnslng of tbe school. It was not 
until 1909, however, that the Royal 
Purple received Its present name and 
became an annual publication. 

The first book published by any 
class was the "College Symposium" 
of the year 1S91. It was a book re- 
lating the hiatory of the inRtitution 
and including the graduates since 
the founding of the school. To us 
of this day it Is a rather formidable 
looking book, with very few pictures, 
and printed with small type — a frr 
cry from the heavy picture-book rl 
tbe present. 

The next book had tbe overwhelm- 
ing title of "The Biography and His- 
tory of the Class of 1895." It Is a 
thin tittle book, not pretending to 
be as comprehensive as the Sympos- 
ium. It includes pictures of the 
graduates — bow queer they look! 

The next book seemed more re- 
lated to the college life. It was 
called simply tbe "Claes Book" of 
the class of 1S9S. It. too, was a slim 
book, and sported a purple cover. 

"The Sledge," a vivid yellow, was 
published in 1900. The connection 
between the sledge and college life 
Isn't clear. 

'The Sunrise" Is the Illumlnattug 
title of the book the 1904 class pub- 
lished. "Written by the Naughty 
Fours," reads the title page. So our 
parents were not quite so perfect «b 
they would have us believe! 

Tbe "Bell dapper" In 1905 ap- 
peared to commemorate the stealing 
of tbe clapper from the chapel bell by 
these Ingenious 'OGs. They bad the 
clapper cast into little souvenirs for 



each member of the class, and wish- 
ing the event to live on In htstar.v, 
named their book for it. 

In 1906 the "Banner" appeared. 
The book was now approaching its 
present aiie and shape. The "Collece 
Annual" In 1907 compares favorably 
with the present one. 

Evidently the class of 1908 was 
too poor or too thrifty to attempt an 
annual, for none appeared that year. 

The Plass of 1909 began to have 
a faint Idea of Itn college as a per- 
manent unit. They saw, also, that 
Bome day a benighted senior cIbbs 
would find itself without a name to 
choose — ail the names would have 
been used on the dosens of annuals 
preceding. So they appealed to the 
college tor a name for tbe book which 
should continue through the years. 
each class putting out a new volume 
of this college book. Many ideas 
were submitted, but the name sug- 
gested by Dean J. T. WlUard was the 
one accepted, and the first volume of 
the Royal Purple came out In 190J>. 

Every senior class since then has 
published tta volume of the Royal 
Purple. The class of IS!* will pub- 
lish the fifteenth volume of the book. 
The annual has steadily Improved in 
appearance and slie. The largest 
book was published >n 1915. There 
was a slight drop in slie and quality 
after that, due, probably, to the war. 
The books of the last three yeaia 
Kave been the most pretentious and 
the handsomest of the annuals pub- 
lished here. Of course the class of 
*24. like every class before It, Is 
trying to outdo the preceding classes. 
It remains to he seen whether tbe 
fifteenth volume will continue the 
steady Improvement.

"A great spirit of education Is tak- 
ing bold of tbe Russian country," 
said Dr. A. A. Holtz In his address at 
tbe Y forum last week. Most of the 
scBools, however, are under Soviet 
control, and sovietism is bt*lng litught 
to the limit. 

Tbe children are kept in school 
until they are hungry and then thoy 
pray to God for food. After waiting 
a reasonable time they are tt.ld to 
pray to the sovlets for food since 
Qod did not send them any. Shortly 
afterward members of the soviet 
army enter, carrying baskets of food. 

Although the Soviets practice reli- 
gious tolerance they themselves are 
atheists. 

According to Doctor Holts, tho 
Ru«s1r:i peasants are welt satisfied 
under soviet control. If tbe 
reformers should icet control, the 
land on which tbe peasants live would 
go back to the landlords. At ))r.)Hcnt 
under the soviet control each peasant 
has a smalt piece of ground given to 
him to live on, and as long as he 
takes care of tt properly he Is allowed 
to keep It. If be gets lar.y the land 
Is taken away from him and given to 
another peasant.

It la tbe common agreement ot all 
preaent at tbe Hlaaourl- Aggie fame 
that tbe game was lost on account 
of the bad condition of Ibe field. For 
a paaainf team, such a field la prac 
tically impoaalble to work upon, and 
make* the outcome a gamble for both 
teams. Wben tbe fleld ia a aea of 
mud It ia Impoaalbla to nae much 
science, and makes the laaue a mere 
matter of luck. But. with a dry 
fleld. matters are reveraed: the best 
team wlna and scientillc playing is 
poHHible. 

K. S. A. C. has a reputation tfr 
originality. For Inatancn. the use of 
tbe freshman members of the R. O. 
T. C. unit to form a "K" and the 
use of the band in a almtlar manner 
at K. U. are things that contribute 
to give the school its reputation. 
Therefore, why is it not possible to 
go a step further and hare a field 
that can be guaranteed to he dry at 
all times? 

There are a number of ways In 
which a dry Held might he assured 
A iiermanent structure could he erec 
ted, but this would have to be quite 
high and would make the Held ve^y 
dark on cloudy days. 

An alternative, and perhaps the 
better plan, is a temporary cover, 
such aa a tent, which could be placed 
over the field, at a height of three or 
four feet, with permanent guy posts 
erected offsides. This could be placed 
whenever tbe weather report indi- 
cates that such Is advisable. The tent 
could be made to order very cheaply. 
in a number of small overlaptnc 
Hcrtlons or other efllctent compact 
form, and could "be kept under the 



stadium. It might b« areeted br the 
freahmen of the military depart inent. 
the men being divided Into aectlens, 
each with a particular part to do. 
Thla would make the erection of tbe 
covering In an emergency a very 
simple problem, and wo^ld help 
greatly In Vromotlnc elaaa aplrlt 
among the fr^hmen. a quality which 
sadly needs development. 

The project above la not visionary, 
but la ol tba greatest practical na- 
ture.

"What Is the matter with the Ag- 
gie rooting?" ThlH question first 
presented ItHclf to the writer last 
year upon the reullsatlon tbat the 
self appointed pepstera of the college 
were unable not only to lead cheer- 
ing but even to appear In a body 
tor n losing haslietball team; and 
has arisen again at each game attend- 
ed. 

It the Missouri team hnd as much 
ontplayed our team last week as the 
Missouri fans outrooied us the score 
would have been 40 to 2. Of 10 uni- 
versities and collages (including one 
woman's college) whose rooting baa 
been made the subject of critical ob- 
Hervatlon by the writer, the Aggie 
rootlnn, uh exemplified by the M. U. 
game, would come last. And this 
WB8 not because the Aggie men were 
not ready lo yell. The student sees 
tlona were fnll of men sitting fore- 
ward in esgcrneBs to give vent to 
their enthuslaam. One does not hear 
impfttlent calls of "t!ome on',", "Let'n 
go!'' and "bet's start something'" 
from an BMsembly of students who are 
sitting hack in lethargy. The trouble 
appears to be one of organization and 
leadership. 

If we consider rooting as purely an 
outlet for the energy and emotion of 
spa eta torn, then orgHoUed rooting It 
unnecessary. But if the purpose of 
rooting includes also a demonatratlon 
to our team, and to tbe rest of the 
world, tbat. winning or losing, we are 
with onr team to a man. — then It be- 
comea necessary to root, not only dur- 
ing tbe moments of Intenee entbus- 
iasra, but alao during raooieats of do- 
presalon. 

When tbe tall Is lost atmoet under 
onr own goal we involuntarily alt In 
B stunned alienee with breath held. 
The cheer leader turna hfs megaphone 
on us urging "Get behind tbat 
teaml". "Show 'am you're behind 
'era!" etc. We are wflllng to jtM, 
but tbe yell ia no longer Involun- 
tary. What ahall w« TeUT Here Is 
where we need leaderablp, and as tbe 
one to whom we look tor leadership 
does not lead but merely telle ua to 
yell, every one trtea to yell; but all 
are different, and rolcea are bigb and 
atnlned. Tbe total effect Is not 
a aonnd of confidence and toT- 



ally but more one ot accnsatlon or 
fear. Under reverse clrcnmstancea, 
when we threatened the MUsouri 
go«l, their "Hold tbat line!" and "We 
can't be beat!" rang acroaa the Held 
with even greater convletton and as- 
surance than before. Beeanie thay 
were led tbey all yelled together, and 
becauae they were together each 
gained In confidence from the re^t. 

Another aource of weakness In the 
Aggie rooting la tbe time conaum'^d 
by the cheer leaders In announcing 
a yell after they finally decide to lead 
otM. .Tbe iMTge sine of the crowd to 
be reached may be urged: bowever 
aucb an alibi la Inadequate. This delay 
ia a question at poor orgaatsation 
for no corresponding delay ia neces- 
sary In the cheering of auch univer- 
sities as Illinois or Wisconaln. 

It the students elect a cheer lead- 
er and find they have made a mis- 
take tbey should make another 
choice. If a man on the team is 
even a little bit oft color he Is quickly 
replaced by the man who can do 
better. There Is no reaaon why tbe 
same rule should not apply to thoae 
who lead the rooting. In fact, the 
writer once saw tbe initiative, refer- 
endum and recall rather summarily 
applied In a weatern college to a 
cheer leader who appeared unequal 
to his Job. A group of studenta took 
a man who could lead, carried him 
bodily from the stadium to the plat- 
form erected for the cheer leader, aid 
ordered bim to lead them. The char- 
acter of the rooting changed. Not a 
dlgnlfted procedure It la true, nor In 
accordance with good parllmentary 
usage, but whoever naked tbat root- 
ing be dignified ao long aa It la clean 
and sportamanlike? 

If the students ot K. S. A, C. want 
to do some real rooting this year It 
Is about time for them to begin. Tbey 
may hold the coaches responalble for 
the team; they may hold the faculty 
responsible for their grades; but cer- 
tainly rooting belongs to the student 
body and will be what they make It. 
it they demand leadership tbey will 
get It; If they want to yell the^r can 
yell; but if they do not want to yell, 
or regard such use of tbelr vocal 
apparatus as unworthy ot people ot 
Intellect and culture, then by all 
means let them maintain a dignified 
silence. — Minna E. Jewell.

than Mere College Tradition

resigned and accepted a position with 
the Dunbar School of Music in Chi- 
cago. Under his direction and undf r 
the able management of Prof. Ira 
Pratti now bead of the music depart- 
ment, these series have become an- 
nual allarls and are considered tbe 
musical treat ot tbe year. 

In past years such artists as Louis 
Oravure, baritone, Arthur MIddleton,

Albert Spalding, who will be beard 
January 1#, was boru In Cblcago, of 
American parentage. He is tbe son 
of the Spalding who Is bead of tbe 
Spalding Sporting Goods company.

He Is undoubtedly the greatest Amer- 
ican violinist, and many critics place 
him in the rank of Krelsler and 
Helfetz.

She is now mBk4ng her second tour 
ot the United States and has ap- 
peared with most of the large or- 
chestras ot this country. She Is the 
poBseaor of a striking personality and 
holds the attention ot ber audience. 
Her style of playing differs somewhat 
from many of the good pianists and 
is tbe kind that almost everyone c.^n 
understand. 



When the veta decided to give a 
smoker In the new vet clinic they 
BtarCed the perennial discussion o( 
tbe good old Aggie tradition, "no 
smoking on the csntpus."

Back in the days when President 
N^lcbots was boaa of our alma mater 
the board ot regenta ot the collette 
passed an ordinance that prohibited 
the usa ot tob«cco in any form on 
the campus. This, with several 
other ordinances passed at the same 
time, was pasted over the campus en 
all tbe bulletin boards. As the years 
passed, these gradually disappeared. 
The last one to come down waa In 
an old bulletin case in the north en- 
trance of tbe auditorium. It was 
still up aa recently as last winter. 

According to tbe reports ot tbe 
old timers there never has been 
smoking on this campus. When the 
college was founded in ISEg as Blue- 
mont Central college, a Metbodlnt 
school, of course there was a prelu- 
dlce against the use of tobacco. The 
school was turned over to the state 
in iseo tn be used as an agricultural 



Jardine Is Second 
President to Live 
on College Campus 

The second president of the col- 
lege to reside on tbe campus moved 
Into bis new home laat Friday and 
Saturday, November 9 and 10. This 
Is tbe first time a president has lived 
on the campus since 189E. 

The flrat home built tor the presi- 
dent ot tbe college was erected in 
1886 tor President Fairchild and 
was located where tbe vocational 
building now stands. In 1895 this 
home was struck by lightning and 
burned. President fUrchUd, still 
the head ot the college, then moved 
down town, and all the following 
presidents have lived In town. 

President Jardine's new home Is lo- 
cated directly east ot Anderson hall, 
in among the pretty shrubs and tre«w 
of the campus. It It in keeplM with 
the other bnlldln(s on the campus. 
Tbe building was designed by Prof. 
Cecil Baker, head ot the architecture 
department here last year. It con- 
tains private rooms for family uae 
and two large reception rooms. In 
addition to the houae there is a Urge 
faTage. 

The home Is one ot the most at- 
tractive buildings on the college cam- 
pas.

college, but the same management 
was retained for several years. Mort 
of tbe early presidents were opposed 
to smoking, and did sot favor ita uae 
on tbe campua. Aa olasaes were held 
only In the morning tbe smoker could 
exist until afternoon. 

Until the time ot President Ander< 
son, there were long lists of rules 
published, regarding the behavior of 
the students. Quite as strict as rules 
tor a ladles' seminary. In these, 
however, nothing was said about tbe 
uss of tobacco. That apparently was 
too much in public disfavor to be con- 
sidered as needing a rule of prohibi- 
tion. With the advent of President 
Anderson, however, the long lists ol 
rules passed Into history. That grand 
old man declhred that tbe students 
"should attend to business or leave " 

The use of tobacco apparently grew 
in favor among the students, for 
when President Nichols camo into 
power he recommended to the boaid 
ot regenta that they make an ordin- 
ance prohibiting the use of tobacco 
in any form on the campus. The or- 
dinance was paaed and has never bein 
repealed. 

So there's more to all this thsn 
mere tradition.

The modern treatment of typho'd 
fever wltb a diel Kdequate In bolb 
protein and calorteH proved blgblr 
■ncceanful tbU fall In a cane of tbe 
tever under tbe care of a Manhattan 
phyatclan wltb the aaaiatance of tbe 
dlTlslon of bome economki of tbe 
Kansas State Acrlcultural colleKe. 

Manhattan retldnnts have l>e<-n 
■afesuarded from lypbold terer ^y 
tbe three ehlof protective measurefr— 
pure drinking wat«r, cleun milk, and 
antl-typhold inoculation. The four 
cas«a ot tjrphold fever In the city tbiM 
tall were brought from outnlrle 
aourcea. ' 

The courae ot typhoid fever la 
characteriied by great toii In weigbt 
and general debility or weakneBR fol- 
lowing the fever. Tbla condition li 
due, according to modern Hcienco, to 
the heightened metaboUam accom- 
panying the fever. Tbe body tends 
to "burn Itself up." It is not that tbe 
digestion falls but that exceiilve ro- 
qulrements for fuel exhaust the usual 
limited dietary and even consume the 
body tissues. 

The keynote of the succMifnl 
treatment of tbe disease Is to supply 
enough food of the right sort.- It 
this Is done the patient need not an 
ttclpate becoming a living nkeleton. 
doomed to a long period of convhl- 
escence. 

In tbe case of typhoid fever refer- 
red by the attending phyHiclun to the 
dIviHton ot home oconomica for diet- 
ary suggestions, Mies Mttdred Hal- 
■tend, a graduate student worklrg 
undar the supervision of Pearlfl E. 
Ruby, nnsoclate profesHnr, was given 
the problem ot planning tbe food m- 
(|ulrement for the patient. A dietary 
providing S.fiOO calories ilnlly was 
flrst uBcd. After ohr nnd one-half 
weeks the amount of foot! was 'n- 
creaand to 3,000 calorleH. In three 
more days It was again Increased to 
8,600 calorlcH and kept at that 
amount for the duration of the fever. 



This case, aa well aa similar cases 
managed In other yeara by memtwrs 
of the division ot home ecooomlcf, 
otters ao Interesting comparison wl^h 
other cases not on supervised dlrt- 
aries. The patient. Miss Freda Q^t- 
tert. not only maintained ber weight 
tbroughout three weeks of fever raoa- 
Ing from 101 to \fH degrees, but 
even gained three pounds, and gained 
a total of eight pounds in the ^tx 
weeks ot fever and convalescence be- 
fore returning to her duties as a 
teacher In the Hertngton high school. 

A young man who had typhoid fev- 
er at the same time ai Miss Geftff t, 
hut who was not on a supervised diet, 
lost approximately 30 pounds and baa 
been told by his doctor that hla per- 
iod of convalescence must extend 
througbntit tbe acbool year.

Uen Wilson, noted labor leader, 
will speak to various groups of stu- 
dents and townspeople In Manhattan 
this week. Sigma Delta Chi, with 
tbe cooperation of tbe Christian asso- 
ciations and other organisations, was 
instrumental In getting Mr. Wilson 
to come here. 

Mr. Wilson is an American citizen, 
but left the United States some yeiirs 
ago because of bis interest in the 
British labor party. He became uf- 
Qllated with the labor party in Eng 
land, and held meetings there In tie- 
halt of tliR party Ramsey MacUon- 
aid, labor leader, gives Wilson the 
credit for the victory of the Labor 
party in Wales, at the last election. 

Mr. Wilson will hold oonterencns 
in the home ecottomicg rest room 
Thursday morning from 9 until 12 
o'clock., where he will discuss Indus- 
trial problems and International re- 
lations. After tbe meeting, which l» 
open to everybody, there will be an 
Informal conference. This meeting Is 
especially for those interested in 
political and economic problems 
from a liberal point of view. 

At noon Mr. Wilson will address 
tbe Rotary club, and at 4 o'clock 
he will speak at the Y, W, vesper 
service on "The British Woman in In 
dustry." The lecture will be fol- 
lowed by un open discussion on the 
same subject, and is open to every- 
body. ,^ 

Friday morning Mr. Wilson will 
address college classes, and at noon 
the Kiwanls club. Informal con- 
ferences will be held during the rest 
of the day. 

Mr. Wilson is one of the best in- 
formed men in the country on the 
'suject of the British Labor party and 
labor conditions In England, He has 
recently visited a number of colleges, 
universitlea, and cities in the I'nlted 
States, in order to awaken tbe people 
to an interest In problems of Indus- 
try and means of preventing war.

DB. JOHN RAfDLL MAKIM CLOH-

Beanlonii Were Well Att<-iMl<-d — 
One Oowdrd— 100

The World Court week roeetlnicn 
cloKd IftHt Friday noon with an ad- 
dreu by Dr. John Wello Rahlll. pas- 
tor of the Central ConKreicatlonal 
church of Topeka. Much Interest haa 
bean shown in the court weak pro- 
gram and the attendance at all the 
sestlona waa good. The rest room 
waa packed full and ahout 100 people 
tttood In the ball at the last meetlnK. 

The Wedneaday HesBlon wan ad- 
draaaed by Prof. A. F. Peine, who ex- 
plained la detail the World Court. 

Dean Mary P. Van Zlle apoke at 
tbe Thuraday meetlnn on "What Can 
the American Student Do." The 
speaker said that the atudenta of 
torelKD natlona feel the wnlght of 
world prohlems and their responsl- 
bltltf of solvtnit them murh more 
heavily than the young people of 
America, but that the American atu- 
dent can beat help In the world prob- 
lems of today by aiding the unfortun- 
ates In other countrlea, by donating 
to funda, and by studying the world 
situation and prnparlng himself to 
deal with these prnblema. 

"The world la more mllltarlntlr to- 
day than It was In I AH," declared 
Doctor Rahlll In his address Friday 
noon, 

"Everywhere we look, mllltarlaiu Ih 
•ctWely engaged In tearing cIvIIieu 
tlon to plecea'. The underlying prin- 
ciple of Bolsbevlam Is war. The 
Turks have laid waste the Christian 
•rea of Smyrna which took the 
Cbrlatians 100 years to build. Mus- 
solini slashed his way In power in 
Italy by sending warahips to occupy 
the Island of Corfu, 

"Modern aclenre has made war, 
which la the greatest curse of human- 
ity, a thouaand times more destruc- 
tive and awful ihnn anyone ever Im- 
agined posnlble. The next war will 
annihilate Eiirnpe and aimd her clv- 
Itlxatlon back to the barbarian ntitgc. 

"The only way to save the world

Nichols Has War Record 
Captain Ttalph Nichols, left tackle 
tor three years, mukes tits home In 
Oakalooaa. During vacation time he 
has followed the enisineerlng protes- 
rion, hulIdtnK hard surfaced roads. 
He first playpd football when he was 
12 years of urc. While In the sev- 
enth grade he played on a high school 
team. Then hi' went to war where 
be made an enviable record. During 
the Argonne offensive he was 
wounded. Characterized recently by 
Coach BBPUman tia a natural footbnil 
player, Nichols Is one of the most 
aggresalve tackles In the west. His 
ahlllty to slEe up the opponents' of- 
fense makes him a tower on the 
defense. He otten wlzes up a play 
and tackles the man carrying the 
ball before he has reached the line 
of Bcrlmmsge. He has been aeen tn 
drop out * the line and intercept 
forward passes. When he Is not 
playing football he Is measuring dry- 
goods in one of the Manhattan stores 
In order to meet his board bills. 

A. A. Axllne. "Swede," makes his 
tome In Wichita. He and Nichols 
were in the same division during the 
war, and it was during this fracas 
that "Swede" got a taste of gas that 
has been bothering htm some since 
the war He plays right half and 
fa the fastest man on the squad. He 
bits the line like a bullet, is a good 
deteasive player, can pass accurately, 
and Is a sure catcher of forward 
passes. He played quarterback for 
the Aggies in lfl20, the year they 
tied Oklahoma, valley champions. As 
line did not return In 1921 but during 
the last two years has been holding 
down a regular berth. AxUne was 
a government aid vocational man but 
lie preferred the gridiron and sling- 
ing hash as an able bodied man to 
taking It easy and sitting In the 
grandstand as a crippled veteran. So 
"Swede" Is playing football and 
working his way through college. 
Stark Aecnnite Forward Paaaer 
Arthur Stark, left halfback, played 
football at Belleville high school for 
three years. In 191 S, as a member of 
tbe B. A. T. C, he was on the A^gle 
aqtiad but was too light at that time 
to show much. He has been playing 
regular right half for the past three 
years. A triple threat man. Stark 
has been said by leading football 
ertticfl to t>e the most accurate for- 
ward pasaer In the middle west, and 
Coach Bachman says that be is the 
tn tbe United States. Stark is a 



shifty ball lugger fear«d by all valley 
elevens. 

A good head and a good left arm 
are fine things to have combined In 
one person In the back field ot one's 
football team.

raithful pursuance of the regular course of Btudy. 

The average student has visions of doing somothing bin 
•Iter he gets his degree. He has a certain smui; iissururire thiK 
the world will be waiting to receive him. and IiIh fund of knowU 
eage, with the proverbial open amis. He Is ambit tons, wincerely 
desirous to make good, but during his four vears of iirepani- 
tlon be is simply not Interested In anything much beaides the 
preparation.

There will be plenty of time after while to take 
part in politics; right now he is learning how things should be 
done. 

After graduation comes the period of adjustment The stu- 
dent who has been engrossed In school work, to the exclusion of 
everything else. Is at a loss at first, and he gets some rude jolts 
before he finds out how big the world beyond the campus 
really is,

"It is hard to realise how much 
the safety ot the world depends <m 
keeping in its orbit tbe student world. 
Everywhere men are coming to tbe 
universities to find the north star, 
to find something to bring order out 
ot chaos. The untversltlee of tbe 
world have outlived government alter 
government, have outlived all kinds 
of government and they and the re- 
ligious initltutlons, which see the 
light, sre the only hope of the 
world." said Mrs. Aurella Rbeln- 
bardt, president of Mills college, Cali- 
fornia, in her address to the student 
body Wednesday morning. 

Europe liooks to America 
"We forget our blesslnga," she con 
tinned. 'Think of the student hard- 
ships In the time ot I>ante and others. 
It fills one's eyea with tears to see 
tbe ragged, helpless, undernourished 
student group Jn Vienna. Every- 
where In Europe students are saying, 
Tf we could only get to AmprfcH.' 
They believe we have tbe thing tbey 
need. We must place our tatth In 
the univerBilfes. We have the Kreat- 
est student world In our catintry. 
Over half a million young men and 
women attend our colleges, and there 
are three million students Ih our 
preparatory schools. 

"You are the heirs of Ihe agea 
with a unlv^se more wonderful than 
ever — are you going to be big enough 
to Inherit (t? We must learn to 
look and fiee, to understand and to 
live accordingly." 

"Science la a great treasure," Doe- 
tor Rhetnhardt said, "and we need In 
governmental positions those who 
understand the physical facts ot the 
world. Yet Industry and science are 
not everythtntt — we must have art. 
We must not get this art from others 
hut we muBt be creators In our own 
right. We must still be builders and 
must add treasurers of literatures 
and of art and music."

Ths Traction News stand sells ev- 
erything from the Dial to tbe Police 
Gasette, and as many copies of Whia 
Bang and Hot Dog as of tbe Amer* 
lean. 

Suttstlcs gathered from the other 
four news standa, two downtown and 
two in Aggtevllle, ahow that as a 
general rale fashion magaiines are 
exceptionally good aellers; Judge and 
Life are aot ao popular as formerly; 
tbe McPadden publications sell well 
down town; the Review of Reviews Is 
in demand wherever magasines are 
Boltf; one tmok store sells more sub- 
scriptions to tbe National Geographic 
than to any other magasine; Police 
Oasette sales are negligible; Vanity 
Pair, Smart Set, Atlantic Monthly 
sales sre low, and there are very few 
calls tor tbe Dial. 

An intereating fact about the col- 
lege library ta that the Literary Di- 
gest and tbe American tie for flrst 
place In popularity. Good Housekeep- 
ing Is read "from cover to cover" 
by botb boys and glrla. Everybody's 
is In use most of tbe time, especlaUy 
by tbe men, and McClnro's, Scrlb- 
ner's. Harper's, and the Atlantic 
Monthly are read a good deal. The 
specialised msgailnea, history, sci- 
ence and Invention, and agriculture, 
are almeat aa popular aa tbe Literary 
Dlgf^t and the American. The Dial 
la read scarcely at all, except when 
Sherwood Anderson has a story In it, 
and then it la in great demand. 
Poetry and the Midland have a very 
small following. 

The city library readers upset all 
the bookatore flgures when it comas 
to magaiines. The Atlantic Monthly 
la read a great deal — more than Cen- 
tury, Harper's, or Bcribner's. Other 
publications which are popular are 
the current events periodicals, espec- 
falTy the Literary Digest.

"I'd regret It very much tf the 
break should occur." said President 
Jardine.

I 
refose to believe tbe schools are not 
big enough to continue athletic rela-

ir, Criendsblp and cooperation. 
^ ■ "I don't believe K. U. atheltlc oBl- 
elalB would stand for It. The schools 
are enjoying cordial relations at pres- 
ent, and surh a break, no matter what 
the case, would be unpardonable."

Dr. F. C. Allen, athletic director at 
K. U., confirmed the report that the 
game might not be scheduled. 

"The AgRiea charge the Jayhaw- 
kers used rough, dirty tactics against 
them this year," Doctor Allen sold.

A student browsing In the library the other day chanced 
upon a little leather bound book with yellowed pages and steel 
engraved Illustrations.

This particular book was "The Laurel Wreath" published in 
1846. 

The sentiment of the writing and the pictures is typical of 
tJie period. The text abounds In Italics. In the story of "The 
Deserted," the writer thus adroitly breaks the news that children 
were horn to Emma and Honaldo: "Years passed, and never tild 
the sun shine on a happier pair. Love, like the Vestal flame 
had been kept bright and burning on the domestic altar. And 
the pledges of their attachment might be seen in the rapture 
beaming faces that were sprung up, like olive plants around 
their table." 

But alas, Honaldo, "to while away a leisure hour, sought the 
society of an artful and clestgning woman: lie was beguiled, 
cheated, finally entranced. . . At times, indeed, thoughts of 
home came sweeping over him, and he would struggle for re- 
lease; but he seemed held, as if by some magic spell ... His 
letters breathed an air of coldness and betrayed the sad change 
which had come over him. They came less and less frequent, 
until, at length, an umlnous silence relgnedl" 

And then mmes the sad picture of "The Deserted." reclining 
on a humpy ruahion, clad In a nightgown and flowing hair, with 
an expresBlon of utter imbecility on her vapid countenance. A

There is another picture In the book— a voluptuous female 
With two ImposslblK InfuiitH reclining againHt her in positions 
that will unfailingly tumble them off on the floor.

At any rate. It is comforting to turn from a contemplation ot 
the languishing damsels and extravagant sentiment of the text 
to this evidence of human weakness, inscribed In elegant writing 
by some long dead defacer of public property.

Thla makes It possible 
for students and faculty to exchange 
notes and Information of all sorts 
ithout paying postage. Tbe only 
requirement Is that the notes measure 
St least 2x3 inches.

Since the college postolBce Is not 
under government snpervlaloB, It 
does not handle money orders, regis- 
tered letters or insured packages. It 
acts as an information bureau and a 
lost and found agency. The office sup- 
plies for the whole college are also 
kept there, within easy access to all 
offices.

Explain How Genetic Laws .^re \v 

pllMl to Improvommt of AnlnuUa 

and Plants 



A three hour course to teach North- 
western university students how to 
walk is to be added to the curriculum, 
by Prof. Leon Krans ot the physical 
education department, according to 
a recent announcement. 

A student opera is to be given by 
the University of Illinois next spring. 
Both the music and lyrics are to be 
written by college students. 



How domestic animals and crop 
plants are Improved through the ap- 
plication of genetic laws was ex- 
plained and Illustrated at the meeting 
of the Science club this week by Dr. 
H. L. Ibsen and Prof. J. H. Parker. 

Doctor Ibsen told of the general 
laws which investigators have found 
to be true and pointed out some of 
the popular fallacies concerning her- 
edity. 

Doctor llmi'n exploded three mis- 
conceptions which are generally be- 
lieved, showing that there is no sci- 
entific basis for their statement. These 
misconceptions are the belief that 
disease Is hereditary, that maternal 
impressions tnfluetice oirsprlng, and 
that inbreeding reduces the vigor and 
strength of strains. 



The latter belief Is almost univer- 
sal but Doctor Ibsen gave results 
taken from experiments showing that 
through proper selection inbreeding 
may increase vigor and strength ot 
blood strains. 

He further stated that it is difficult 
to apply genetic laws to the Improve- 
ment of larger domestic animals and 
that most ot the Improvement has 
come about by selection and breed- 
ing of mutations rather than by the 
gradual Improvement of the whole 
group. 

Professor Parker discussed the ap- 
plication of genetic laws to plant 
breeding and the Improvements which 
have resulted from these applications. 
Kanred wheat, he said, waa devel- 
oped by a method of selection and 
proper Isolation. This wheat, which 
was started In 1906 by Professor 
Roberts, today yields 3 H bushels per 
acre in excess of the varieties it Is 
replacing. 

By hybridisation, Proteasor Parker 
said, plant breeders are able to bring 
together ditferent (lualltles in one 
variety. 

For example, wheat of rust resist- 
ant qualities may not be the best 
for bread making but by hybridisa- 
tion It is possible to produce both de- 
sirable qualities in one variety.

Ttas Play bnre&u of the depMtment 
of public speaking at K. S. A, C. 
fras organized three yeare &co by 
Prof. Ray EI, Holcombe, dlrtetor of 
dramatics, for tbe parpoM ot answer- 
fnc nu mere as loqalrlea concerning 
the choice and pre Bcn tat I on of plays 
in the high schools and rural com- 
nunttles of Kansas. 

Hany Bequests for Plays 

The bureau found that In every 
mall there were from three to five 
letters asking tor certain plays or ad- 
vice as to the presentation ot some 
particular play. There being no funds 
proTlded for the building up of a 
library of plays such as would ac- 
eomodate the needs ot the many 
people who asked for suggestions, Mr. 
Holcombe decided that the situation 
must be met, and built up an exten- 
sive pereonal library of plays, hoping 
later the expenditure of money for 
the purpose ot buying copies ot plays 
vould be Justified. Prom a service 
vtlch was given eome 20 or 30 scat- 
tered towns the bureau bas increased 
la popularity, until at the present 
time rural communities and high 
■choolB In every county in Kanaas are 
being reached. 

'Kask of Cbooalns Play DIfltctttt 

The task of choosing a play which 
wlU be suitable to the needs of a 
particular community Is a very dlf- 
Bcutt one, eepeclally so when one 
knows the type of inquiry usually 
nade. One of the most puzzling ones 
was the following request: 

"Dear Sir: 

"I want a religloua melodrama of 
a pious nature but very peppy and 
swfuUy funny. Only funny plays take 
In our town." 

It was found later that the need 
was a genuine ane and the community 
later used the play "The Passing ol 
the Third Floor Back." 

Higli Schools Want Help 
To illustrate the type of requests 
made by high school coaches, a typi- 
cal letter is here given, with the 
reply. 

"The senior class of our high school 
intends to put on a play early in 
the spring. There are 1 g boys and 
IS girls in the class. The girls are 
much better In the work than the 
fkiys. Last year we put on 'Pomander 
Walk,' ^nd I should like a play of 
that type tor this year. I shall be 
very grateful for any suKiceatlona 
you might make and for any plays 
you could send me for review. 

"There are two things about which 
I should like to ask. First, must the 
royalty on the play be paid when the 
proceeds of the play are to be used 
In purchasing new books for our 
library The second is In regard to 
changing the sets and lighting system 
Qsed on our stage. If I should send 
ytou a drawing of our sUge and a 
detailed account ot my dllUcuUy as 
to scenery, would you give me your 
ftdvlce as to how I could improve on 
the present conditions?" 

Vwwf* Vm of Good Plays 
In reply to such a letUr Mr Hol- 
combe sends a number of plays, an- 
swers the questions of the high school 
coach, and gives helpful suggestions 
M to stage improvement, presentation 
Of the play, etc. 

Wherever It Is possible the bureau 
{trges the use of better material. A 
l^nquest for such a play aa "The Mer- 
ffaant of Venira Up to Date," (a mod- 
•rnlxation oi; "The Merchant of Ven- 
ice" with traahy Utiea anB eheap sW 
nations) is not answered by a flat 
refusal to deal with people who want 
fBch poor material but rather the 
l^rsnu makes a practice of suggest- 
tkt, in an attractive way, other plays 
irblch arc ^ore wortlt wfelle. 

The pU^ bureau hM received a 
treat many replies from high schools 
(Us year thanking the cotlege lor lt4 
al4tn iKlplnc solve their problems In 
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dramatic work, the chief one or 
which Is the choice of material. At 
the present time a questionnaire Is 
being sent out to the high schools 
In order to ascertain what particular 
problems and difficulties can be sol- 
ved through the bureau.

UWAIi MEWS SUMMARY 
Over the woek end the campus 
has become a boiling inferno of 
Tharges and counter charges. It is 
authentically stated at the offlces of 
K. 8. A. C. guardlana that seToral 
old Aggie standards are threatened 
with downfall. 

The situation Is a result of Aggie 
Pop nlgbt. Two organizations, lead- 
ers in the radical element, presented 
stunts which were designated by sev- 
eral leading Y. M. C. A. members as 
"positively siekeBlng," but which 



were prevloujily approred by the three 
principal memtwrs of the Almighty's 
cohorU at K. B. A. C. It ts alleged 
that each ot the offenders used a h«d 
room scene, and that Bgures clad in 
nighties actually turned back the 
covers and boldly crawled In while 
t bo curtain waa still np and the lights 
were on. 

"They might have at least tarned 
the lighta off," declared one of the 
student pastors who acts as spokes- 
man for the conservatives, "but even 
that would Iw suggestive. The whole 
thing Is a blow to those who have 
worked and prayed to make K. 8. A. 
C. sate for the fslthtnl." 

In the meantime, another bomb 
has been released which promises to 
cause a further rupture between the 
contending forcM. It arose with the 
niing by the Ku Klux Klan of a 
suit against the Pop night Judges, In 
which the defendants are accused of 
partissnshlp, of having been Influ- 
enced by beauty and by a new idea, 
and further, that the award was con- 
trary to the principles of 100 per cent 
Americanism.

They set 
forth that It la the only stunt that 
bad a tried and proved plot. The 
ideas, tbey allege, was originated by 
an author In 4SS B. C. and that It has 
been used by the most distinguished 
wFlters ot all centuries.

Forty years ago and more when an American boy or girl went 
to college it was to satisfy a desire for education, A student of 
the last generation who went to college had little lure In the 
social end of the school; organized Intercollpglate athletics did 
not draw him at ail. There was none. If he was a country boy 
he came from a family In which there were a few well read 
books. If he was a town t»oy. he came from a family where 
there was a slightly wider environment of books. But books In- 
spired him. Books and a love ot reading, the desire to widen his 
mental and spiritual horizon by getting Into the knowledge of 
his generation and the wisdom of the ages, furnished the primary 
urge that sent the American boy or' girl to college until 30 years 
ago. 

During the last 20 years, two things happened: First, the 
the colleges have become tremendously attractive to youth quite 
outside of the course of study. Second, the rise of the economic 
status of the average American family has made it possible for 
thotisandK of young people to go to these attractive colleges who 
have no cultural background whatever, who are not Interested In 
books and reading and who regard educjttlon as merely an equip- 
ment for making a living. 

Hence, we have hordes of stupid. Ineducable college students. 
The college spirit, outside of college athletics, society, and hootch 
■ever touches them. They are straiiKers to the academic life— 
as Isolated and remote as the wild wivagel of the forest from all 
that went with the cloistered life in our old American collegiate 
tradition. Perhaps the college softens them a little. Perhaps 
teeing the books in the library and thumbing and memorizing 
the texts for their classrooms does pull off some of their feathers 
and rub off some of their barbarous paint. Perhaps they will 
jnake homes in which the Conmopolitan and the Motion Picture 
Magailne and sets of uncut and unread books may decorate the 
rooms. So perhaps their children even feeding upon this pola- 
.oiwd pabulum, will get some Inkling of the love of books and the 
.dealre for things of the spirit. Perhaps In anotheK 50 years the 
college will be an Influence In the higher life of the state and na- 
' tton. 

But Just now the college Is the haunt of a lot of leather- 
n«cked, brasa-lunged, money-spending snobs who rush around 
the oampus snubbing the few choice spirits who come to college 
to BMk out reason and the will of Ood.— William Allen White In

"Clothing Aa a Factor In Nutrition."

The argonomy farm tests, which 
were made under the supenrislon ot 
Prof. M. C. Sewell and Prof. R. I. 
Throckmorton for the Kansas state 
eiperlmpni station, were completed 
Saturday afternoon. 

The work coaslsted ot the careful 
harvesting and weighing ot the for- 
age and grain crops on tbe different 
test plots, and preparation of the 
Kround for future testa. The results 
ot these tests will be used In prepara- 
tion of experiment station bulletins. 

Teats wer« made on many dllTer- 
entH kinds of crops common to Kan- 
sas farms, some ot tbe most impor- 
tant being wheat, corn, kaflr, grass, 
and cowpeas. 

The plots were laid out on tbe baals 
tenth ot an acre to a plot, with 
fi Beries ot plots containing one kind 
ot crop. By tbia method a knowl- 
edge of the comparative value of cer- 
tain methods of handling. In each In- 
dividual case, was gained. For ex- 
ample. In the testing of wheat, on 
one plot In the series fertilizer might 
have been UHnd and in the next plot 
none; another plot might be raised 
in a series of rotation and the one 
following It might he put In wheat 
for several years straight.

Tbe following article entitled 
"Thou Shalt Not Steal" was prepared 
by the disciplinary committee of the 
S. 8. O. A. It deals with the problem 
of stealing that has confronted the 
governing organization quite fre- 
quently during the past few days: 

"Violatione of this comtnandment 
have kept the disciplinarians both of 
the faculty council and the S. S. G. A. 
more or tesH busy. II is a disgrace to 
the student body thai there have 
been a number of cases of stealing 
this nemester. Stealing among the 
students and from the college Is 
more despicable than common thiev- 
ery. It Is necessary that apparatus, 
materials and atndents' belongings 
be exposed to theft occasionally. Ap- 
paratus can not all I>e kept under 
lock and key all of the time. Every 
student must place faith In his fellow 
student when he leaves a garment or 
book or any bit of property for a 
time. This week three students 
have been found guilty of theft and 
have been suspended. 

These facta sbonld deter any other 
weak willed student from violating 
the commandment. The disgrace here 
the certainty of disgrace at home 
the heartacbe of parents, are all re' 
suits ai this misconduct. Every etu- 
dent owes It to the rest of the stu- 
dent body to report any case of steal- 
ing of which he has any knowledge 
If everybody helps the proposition 
will he much easter. 

The disciplinary committees have 
concluded that the only way to check 
stealing Is to see that the thief gels 
the punishment that tbe crime de 
serves.

No football game between the Ag- 
gies and Kansas university was 
scheduled at the conference of the 
heads and athletic directors of both 
schools held in Topeha Wesdnesday 
afternoon.

"We had a friendly conference," 
said President Jardlne. "Chancellor 
LIndley, Doctor Allen, Professor 
Ahearn, and myself met afid dis- 
cussed all phases of the question at 
some length, and decided to think the 
matter over for a day or two In an 
endeavor to arrive at a satisfactory 
understanding, so tbe matter Is still 
open." 

Chancellor LIndley made the fol- 
lowing statement: "We had a trle'idly 
discussion of the situation between

American Countr? Life suociatlon 
at Ita recent annual meeting at St. 
LonlB on the subject "Understanding 
tbe Farm Famtlr." 

"Bverr person la Inclined to set 
up bti own highest known standard 
of llTtng as the correct osa and to 
Judge other people's standards by 
that gauge," said Professor Burr. 
"Consequently a study of farm fam- 
ilies and their standards of living, 
from howerer accurate a statistical 
basis, may result In unictentiflc and 
prejudiced flndlngs because of certain 
fallacious viewpoints on the part of 
those making the studies. 

A'lllaefM C1ai;sc<I a8 Rural 

'Take for Instance the question of 
furnace heat yersua stove heat. On 
a surrey blank It looks fine to have 
fnmace heat recorded as an Improve- 
ment and mark of comfort. But 
thouaands of city flat dwellers know 
that furnace heat, so called, is un- 
comfortable to the point of despera- 
tion. It may be better for the farm- 
er's standard of IlTlag If he uses the 
wood stove or fireplace, especially If 
lie la thereby utilising his wood lot. 

"Prom the standpoint of the city 
dweller we must have a care In in- 
terpreting our survey material with 
regard to conditions of health and 
sanlUtion. SUtistics are abundant 
with regard to relative rates of slck- 
and death from preventtble dls- 
In rural and urban America. 
They show an alarming rate of dys- 
entery, dlptherla, and typhoid among 
rural people. Yet these figures are 
weighted with the statistics from a 
thousand vllages which are classified 
as 'rural' in the census. From the 
standpoint of sanitation and health 
It Is one matter for 500 persons to 
live together on 80 acres of land 
and quite another matter for seven 
persons to lire as a family on 320 
acres. You can no more get correct 
figures by combining these unlike 
situations than you can by averaging 
apples and automobiles. 

All OutdiMra for Rerrcwtlon 

"Lack of recreation Is another 
eharge made against country living. 
A state leader of rural surveys for the 
Inter-church movement reported that 
his surveyors had found not one rural 
athletic organization In tbe state and 
deduced from this that country Ufa 
Is devoid of recreation. 

"But when our workers in the farm 



borne aurvsT being conducted In Kan- 
>aa are asked by the farm mother 
wbera they wish her to report the 
money spent for cartridges, skates, 
ashing tackle, and tbe like they rea- 
lise that farm children are not wltb- 
ont recreation. The tact that they do 
not have little public playgrounds 
with mechanical equipment is only 
due to the bigger fact that they have 
all outdoors for a playground. And 
I have never seen mentioned any- 
where la the discussion of rural rec- 
rMtlon the pleasure which country 
children have with animal pets — a 
high type of recreation almost entire- 
ly denied the city child. 

Child lAbor a ProbInn? 

"A city welfare friend of mine Is 
disappointed because I will not be- 
come excited over rural child labor. 
WbUe we do find cases In the country 
as elsewhere, where, In unusual types 
of production, parents overwork their 
children, yet our investigation thus 
Car has indicated that the amount of 
farm and bome work done by the 
average boy or girl is well balanced 
with other activities and Is much pre- 
ferable to the loafing leisure of tbe 
city child. While city welfare work- 
ers are decrying rural child labor, 
many distracted city fathers are pray- 
ing for some type of useful work to 
fill the boys' spare time and make 
men ont of them. 

"The real menace to the farm home 
today, In my opinion. Is a certain 
morbid attitude of mind toward farm 
living. I believe this Is largely due 
to the way In which city people have 
made counry people feel Inferior. If 
the farm home Is tbe basis of national 
welfare, then we may well view with 
alarm this tendency. If we wish to 
stem rural depopulation and encour- 
age rural institutions we would do 
well to get the editor, the preacher, 
the teacher, and the ever present up- 
tifter to cease broadcasting to farm 
people the statistically backward 
statement that the farm home and 
all other farm Institutions and activ- 
ities are Inadequate. 

"The surest signs of hope that I 
am finding in America are In tbe 
farm home. There we have the most 
family loyalty, the fewest divorces, 
the greatest assurance of tbe prime 
necessities of food, clothing, and 
shelter, and the greatest nearness to 
nature and nature's divine source."

"His most Interesting characteristic 
is realism. All of Mr. Lawrence's 
senses seem very keen and alert, but 
hie sense of touch is especially domin- 
ant. He is always conscious of the 
flesh. This quality is more notice- 
able In his prose, but Is also precep- 
tlhle In his poetry, Lawrence's Im- 
ages are always sharp, and clear cut. 
His best lyrics show well bis ability 
to produce melody, but many of his 
poems are deliberately rough. 

"Lawrence has some rather In- 
dividual theories of life. He has been 
Influenced In forming his views by 
Ihe psychology of Freud, the phil- 
osophy of NIettzHche, and the discov- 
eries of modern physiology. 

"He believes that education and 



Christianity are destructive of civil- 
liation because they disturb the bal- 
ance of bead and body. He finds 
that aristocracy Is tbe best form of 
world control, but he thinks thai this 
state will be attended by every man 
strtvlng intensely to be himself, not 
by his sacrificing, and loving others. 
Relations toward others should tie 
governed by honor and self respect 
alone. Lawrence believes further 
that happiness comes only through 
mating type to type. These theories 
are strongly set forth in his works, 
often to the detriment of their artis- 
tic quality. 

"The novels of Lawrence tend to 
follow the modem pattern of some- 
what loose structure and unimpor- 
tant plot. He is a poet who creates

WE HOPE THEY HAVE 

Why does the Aggie Spirit and pep seem to die out at the 
end of the football aeaflon? , .^ . ^ » 

There Is no question but that the enthuBiaBm of the student 
body lagB after the football seaBon. The crowdB at the baBkelball 
and baseball gamea and track meeU have been very small dur- 
ing the paat few years. , ., , 

One of the reasons given most frequently in explanation of 
this state of affairs Is that the teams must win tn order to obtain 
■tudentfl support. Such a reason is absoluteljr foreign ot any- 
one posaessing real college spirit hut even to those without 
loyalty it has no semblance of logic. During the season last 
Mftr the baaketball team was the only one which failed to place 
high. The baseball team finished the schedule well up In the 
oonference records while the track team won second place in 
the Valley meet, trailing Nebraska by only a few points. There 
are probably not more than 5 or 10 per cent of the students 
In school who know this fact. 

The only logical reason for such a condition seems to be 

• question ef leadership. There is no doubt but that the students 
would willingly go to pep meetings held before basketball, base- 
ball and track contests. It is also true that these three major 
■Dorta do not have as large a following at present as football, 
but they are representative of Aggie athletics, successful teams 
In these sports gain prestige for the school, and the men on 
the tquads work just as hard and as faithfully as those on the 

football team. _ . „ .u, *i 

As leadership Is necessary to adequate support of all athletic 
teams It becomes only a problem of choosing a leader. The pep 
leaders of K. S. A. C. are known as PI Bpsilon PI. formerly the 
Wampus Cats. The national fraternity of P. E. P. was formed 
here only last year and the group has been very active during 
the football season Just past. However, they were also active 
during the football season last year, they were mentioned dur- 
ing the basketball season for a while, but during the baseball 
and track seasons they were practically non-existent. Perhaps 
She Wampus Cats have made plans for carrying the Aggie Spirit 
to the Students body during the entire year as Is done by similar 
organisations in other schools. 
We hope they have. 

FOR A BETTER TOLLEGIAN 

The Kansas State Collegian in its thirtieth year year of de- 
Hvering the college news to the students, finds that AristotlP— 
or any of the thousand who first made the remark — was right 
when he wrote the adage. "Never too old to learn." For the 
Collegian, as one of the oldi-st college papers in the United 
States, printed by the oldest eBtabHshed college printing de- 
partment on the continent, and edited by students In one of 
the oldest Jouniallsin departments, has Just conceived an out- 
standing plan of management which will make the Kansas 
Aggie publication a leader among papers from agricultural 
schools such as ours. 

There was a time, especially in the days of the Students' 
Herald—which was the first paper published on the Aggie cam- 
nuB_when personal profit and beueflt were tlif only reasons 
for issuing a newspaper. The business manager pocketed all 
the profits he could make, and it was up to him to pay his 
editor if he expected any news stories to be written. Then there 
came a period when the paper was called the Kansas Aggie, 
which was seriously objected to by the engineers as being part- 
iMan. In truth, the name of the paper was changed at will, 
aooordlng to the dictates of the editor and the business manager. 

The name. Kansas State Collegian, adopted as a compromise 
between the various divisions, has remained with the paper 
lince 1913. but it was only a few years ago that the paper became 
a true student publication, with its primary purpose to deliver 
the news and to serve as an advertising medium, the editor 
and business manager being pushed from their pedestals as dic- 
tators and. Instead, hired as managers for the publicatloiiB. 

And now the Collegian governing board has announced an 
entirely new plan, devised and written by a member of the 
}sumalism department, which will make the Kansas State Col- 
legian eminent In its field. 

There will be an editor in chief, a mangaing editor, a score 
'td staff members, good reporters, a business manager, and a 
«(jhculation manager— all of whom will be supervised by the 
■gOTBrning board. No credit it to be given for writing news for 
4he paper, so only those articles of importance, interestingly 
written, will be published. There are to be corresponding ed- 
itors from every division In the college elected by the members 
Mof those divisionB. The ^managing editor will hold office tor 

• Mily six weeks. * ^ . .

^MCt&n could conUln better writing, have more definite policies, 
ud carry a greater appeal to every student. It has also been 
JbTlous that the paper lacks the driving power w»»;2t\.-% ?ha;

community be a college one, such as ours, the country village.

Ragh Tells of United light and 
Power Plaat 

Two talks were given to the sopho- 
more electrical engineers Thursday, 
one by C. E. Rugh and one by Prof. 
C. E. Reld. 

Rugh talked on the United Light 
and Power plant which Is in opera- 
tion In this section of the country. 
He told an Interesting story of bow 
the light and power system was 
eUrted by C. L. Brown, who lives 
In Abilene. This man had a policy 
of flndlng new marketa and opening 
new fields for his product. Rugh 
gave a vivid description of how the 
small power plant began to spread 
out to adjacent towns until now the 
system covers over 16,080 square 
miles of territory, supplying power 
to 387,000 people. 

Professor Reld discussed an edi- 
torial taken from a late copy ot the 
American Institute of Electrical En* 
glneers. The discussion covered part- 
ly what Mr. Rugh had to say In re- 
gard to the commercial side of en- 
gineering. Another ot the points 
covered was the fact that tbe engi- 
neer of todsy must be sble to tell 
the public what be Is doing and ex- 
plain the utility proceedings which 
to the past have to some degree been 
neglected. In order to do this tba 
engineer must take an active part In 
technical meetings of the public la 
regard to engineering phases.

Woods and 
Rev. Kennedy S^uddert of England, 
and Paul B Ian shard, Paul Harrison, 
American missionary in Arabia. Sher* 
wood Eddy, Dr. Waiter Judd, Robert 
Speer, John R. Mott, and Robert P. 
Wilder of the United Staif^K. In all 
tliere were 2C speakers who addressed 
the convention one or more itmes. 
Intake Plea for Christ lanltj- 

Throughout the meetings (here was 
a constant ptea on the part of the 
•peakers and delegates that the prin- 
ciples of ChrlHt and Chrlntlan brother- 
hood be allowt'd tu settle the prob- 
lems of the world. Dynamic demands 
that the principles of Christ be pro- 
mnlgated In missionary effort to over- 
come the problems of the world were 
made. 

Speaking of industrialism, Paul 
Blanshard convinced the audience 
that human tnlelligence has not the 
right to build up a system whereby 
people In one end of a city starve 
and are denied a common education 
while In the other end people llter- 
aly have money to throw away. 

World Needs Hpiritual Awakening 

The need of the world fur the sp I rit- 
ual awakening on the part of the 
average college student was stressed 
by Doctor Judd of the University of 
Nebraska In the opening speech of 
the eesiion. "The first concern Is that 
students get a great vision of ser- 
vice and brotherhood and then live 
out that vision, at the price ot life 
If necessary,'' explained Doctor Judd. 

A plea for the allowance of Chris- 
tlanlty to settle the race disputes was 
made by both Docter Tsu and Doctor 
King. According to these men the 
wa7 of Jesus Is the only way race 
harmony can be obtained and a war 
avertad. 

PromlBcnt Speakers on Rrof(ram 

The speakers from the orient, 
among whom were Doctor Tsu, Doc- 
tor Cheng, and Doctor Hatanaka, all 
voiced the opinion that the peoples 
of those connirles see in Christ a 
solution! for their problems and are 
searching for him. 

According to Paul Harrison, better 
known as "the appstle of the desert," 
Arabia does not want our civilisation 
or customs. All she wants is the pow- 
er of Jesus Christ transmitted 
tkrottgh Christian brotberhood. 

Dftctun Race and War ProbleuM 

Two of the important problems dis- 
«nMed by the students were the race 
problem and the war problem. It 
was agreed by all that the Negro 
Aoaid have educational and indus- 
trial equality and the right to occupy 
aar position tor which he was fitted, 
rtgardteas of color. 

Ib regard to war, over which many 
bitter disputes aroae, the general 
conclusion reached was that there 
■honid be Isunched a system of edn- 
eatloe which will in time make w»r 
ary, and In the meantime 



have no war of agnreaalon, and only 
a war of defense after the problem 
bad been submitted to a court of tri- 
bunal which failed to make a set- 
tlement.

In spite of the fact that "statistics" and "Interesting" can 
rarely be truthfully used In the same sentence, the latest report 
of a survey of the sUte institutions of higher learning In Kan- 
iU, published by the department of the Interior, Bureau of 
Education, contains some statistics which will be of interest 
to Aggie students. 

The results of a study made recently showed that during 
the year 1921-22, there were In Oregon 112 persona to each 
college student resident in the state; In Iowa, 128; Utah, 137: 
Kansas, 151; Nebraska, 161; Washington, 155. Arkansas and 
Tennessee were last in the list, with 566 and 604 persons, re- 
spectively, to each college student. Kaneas tied with Nebraska 
for the honor of being fourth in the union. Another table was 
then made, to see what was the drawing power of the higher 
institutions In each state, on their own students. Kansas ranked 
ninth In the list, the first eight being CalJfornia, Oregon, Utah, 
Michigan, Nebraska, New York. Minnesota, and Ohio. Seventy- 
nine and two-tenths per cent of Kansas students receive their 
education In their home state. The average for the country is 
74.8 per cent. 

The total number of Kansas college and university students 
Is 11,786. Of this number. 2,451 attended institutions outside this 
state. To replace these students, only 1,169 students from 
other sUtefl come to Kansas. "In other words," states the re- 
port, "Kansas higher institutions are taking care of 1.292 fewer 
college and university students than all its residents attending 
universities and colleges. Obviously the Kansas Institutions do 
not have a drawing power on students outside of Kansas equal 
to that of the outside Infitltutions on Kansas students. In this 
connection It would seem as If Kansas ought to look forward 
to providing higher educational opportunities of sufficient qual- 
ity and variety to draw Into its institutions as many students 
If not more than It has students to educate. In this way it 
would become known as an educational center which draws 
more students tlian It sends out." 

That Kansas Klvea a good many more students than she 
receives Ih shown by the fact that the state sends 134 students 
to California, and receives 16 from there; 310 to Colorado, and 
receives 70; 538 to Illinois, and receives 39; Iowa. 68 and re- 
ceives 40; Massachusetts. 59, and receives 4; Michigan' 53 and 
rewives 5; Misalhslppl, none, and receives 273; Missouri. 483, 
and receives 191; Nebraska, 202. and receives 47; New York, 
98. and receives 8; Ohio. 47. and receives 8; Oklahoma. 101, and 
receives 211; Pennsylvania. 45. and receives 2; Texas 9 and 
receives 63; and Wisconsin, 45, and receives 4

Four hundred and flfty-two stii- 
dentB are laktnic work In the depart- 
ment of muRlr at K. 8. A. C. Of this 
number 94 are carryliiK thp full reiu- 
lar coune In applied music. Oemaral 
Klance atudenui arc laklni their 
elective claaiies In muHlc. Fltty-Xour 
ttudeota ot the dlviaion ot 
faome eeonomlcM are enrolled. In mu- 
■Ic claMei. tt In Inlerettlng to note 
that B6 men In the enKlneerlni dl- 
Villon are taking aMlgnmenti In mu- 
ale for which they do not receive 
credit toward gradual Ion. One short 
course student, two vocational school 
■ttidents, four gradu^teH, nine non- 
college people and 12 fHc«)ty nem- 
bers are studying courses Ip ni4falc. 
Tblrty-nve high nchoul pupils and GT 
of the grade school chltdren In Man- 
hattan, are taking thftr work in 
music at the college. Thlrty-elgbt 
musically Inclined Agn and one Vet, 
doing part time uHslgnment work-in 
the department, complete the enrol- 
ment. 

The equipment nmt facilities for 
teaching piano nl K. S. A. C. are 
aqual to those in any college In the 
middle west. The depiirtment baa 
17 practice rooms, with u piano in 
•very room except two. Of the ar> 
pianos 10 have been purchased dur- 
ing the past two years. 

Eighteen full timi? intitructors in 
music are employed by the depart- 
ment. There Is im deNire to Increase 
the department beyond this site o£ 
tenching force at pr{>aent, on acconnl 
of lack of enough studio and class 
room In the college buildings. In or- 
der to care (or itH present enrolment, 
the department occupies ulne studios 
and three practice ronnia. and a class 
room in a btiiidlng iilT ilu> campus. 

The rapid growth nf the depart- 
ment Is a result of the demand 
of parents who send their sons and 
datiRhters here for I raining In muAlo. 
As yet it has been impossible for the 
building proRrum to keep up with 
this demand. It Is expected that the 
state legislature will take care of this 
situation at Its next session. 

The secondary and primary schools 
of the state are demanding more and 
better music tearhera. Sixty-four ot 
the 94 students taking full coursea In 
music, are preparing In leach In the 
public schools. This Is an Increase 
of 13 liver the number In the depart- 
ment Inst year who were preparing 
to teach. 

"The policy of this department," 
atated Professor Pratt, "Is to make 
the apiilled courses in music so 
atrong. and the requirements 
■o strict, that none except those 
especially qualified can expect to 
carry the course. 

"This Is producing a class of teui-h- 
ers that Is being eagerly sought tor 
In the schools ot Kansiis and other 
states, where they are making 
good,"

A. C. was recog- 
i nixed by the convention delegates as 
being tho leader In forensic activities 
m the Missouri valley. Dr. Howard 
T. Hill, head of the department, Prof. 
H. B. Bummers, coach of forensics.

COMUnSHION "RECOMMEMIS" 

The 1923 survey report of the institutions of higher learn- 
ing in Kansu, made by a commission composed of George F. 
Zook, h. D. Coffman, and A. R. Mann, conUlns a summary of 
27 recommendations, some of which, those relating to the' 
college and university, will Interest students and faculty mem- 
bers of K. S. A. C. 

The recommendations follow: 

That agriculture, engineering, home economics, vocational 
education. Industrial Journalism, graduate study, and the biolog- 
ical and physical sciences be recognized as major linet*of work 
at the agricultural college. 

That the agricultural college shift Its architectural work 
to rural and landscape architecture and that the university 
alone develop the field of urban architecture. 

That music at the agricultural college be devoted primarily 
for service purposes, but with the privilege of granting degrees 
In music. Music work leading to degrees should not, however, 
be expanded Indefinitely. 

That journalism be developed for general professional pur- 
poses primarily at the university, but that the agricultural 
college be encouraged to develop Its four-year course of study 
leading to a degree in industrial Journalism. 

That the several institutions define their correspondence 
and extension work In accordance with the major functions 
of the respective Institutions, and that the directors work out 
In cooperation a scheme for elimination differences in practice 
with respect to credits and other matters. 

That home economics be developed at the university prim- 
arily for general home-making and teacher-training purposes. 

That liberal arts at the agricultural college be developed for 
general cultural and citizenship purposes, but without emphasis 
as a major line of work. 

That steps be taken at the earliest possible time to develop 
graduate study and research more extensively at the university 
and the agricultural college. 

That the university and the agricultural college be relieved 
In so far as possible of all regulatory and police duties in the 
State, but that the research and analysis incident to these func- 
tions continue to be done at these institutions. 

That the secondary school of agriculture at the State ag- 
ricultural college be reorganized in such a way that its at- 
tention may be concentrated on adult vocational education In 
agriculture, home economics, and mechanic arts.

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chief shall have final control of the 
pollcleH of the paper, speclflcally — the 
liutttQg Into readable form of the 
literary efforts of the class In editor- 
ial practice, the answering of all In 
vliatlons for personal conferences 
with the president, and the puhlica 
tlon or ail editorials written by the 
alumni secretary. He shall strive to 
keep pence between the butiinesH 
manager and the managing edllnr. In 
no Tar as this in possible. 

Managing editor. The managing 
editor shall be the flunky of the 
ostabllRbmenl. and whenever he can 
get no one elKc to do so, shall write 
the beads. It shall be his particular 
duty to tine that subheads are writ 
ten for all top licutt stories. He 
Hhaii not be reeieclt'd unlesti all ap- 
pllcuiits tor the position ie«m in the 
Judgment of the board, to be even 
worse than he. 

Builnesn ManuRer. Th^ business 
manager shall he elected for a term 
of one semestor, 'hnd provided he 
takes each member of the board to 
dinner at the Qillett, he dhall be re- 
olected.

The original constitution provided 
that the edltor-in-chlet and managing 



In the last Issue of the Collegian 
appeared a"8ummary of Recommend- 
ations" compiled by a special com- 
miselon for the purpose of rounding 
out a deflolte plan tor the mainten- 
ance of curricula at varloua state in- 
stitutions, namely the state agricul- 
tural college and the university. 

One of the profound recommenda- 
tions by this commiaslon states that 
the agricultural college shift its archi- 
tectural work to rural and landscape 
architecture aifd that the university 
ALONE develop the Held ot urban 
architecture. Probably It would be 
highly enlightening to a goodly num- 
ber of people If the commission ex- 
plained the meaning of their term 
"rural and landscape architecture," 
explaining the difference between rur- 
al and urban architecture. Likely as 
not no small number of people would 
be Interested to know why the com- 
mission desired that a department of 
architecture he maintained at the ag- 
ricultural college at all. 

The so called commisRion recom- 
mends "that music at the agricultural 
college be developed primarily for 
service purposes, but with the priv- 
ilege of granting degrees in music. 
Music work leading to degrees should 
not, however, be expanded indeln- 
itely." The members of the commis- 
sion apparently beat around the btlsh 
miserably In this section. Why not 
come out from cover and show them- 
selves? If It Is their purpose to de- 
sire that the curriculum In music 
here be subjugated to that ot the uni- 
versity they should say as much. 
Take the meat out ot the nut and 
what have you left? 

One section recommends that 
Journalism be developed for general 
professional purposes primarily at 
the university, but that the agricul- 
tural college be encouraged to develop 
Us four year course of study leading 
to a degree in industrial Journalism. 
Again Is seen a Hue piece ot propa- 
ganda tor the tunhernnce ot tbe^ln- 
ane Interests of a state university, 
"Robbing Peter to Pay Paul," Is atUl 
a common practice, but Paul needs 
the support in view of the fact that 
the agricultural college this year has 
a larger freshman class than hafl the 
university. The commiiilon recom- 
mends that home economics be de- 
^loped at the university primarily 
tor general home-making and teach- 
er-training purposes. The commis- 
sion loses sight of the tact that there 
Is already developed at the agricul- 
tural college a highly speclailxed di- 
vision ot home economics with special 
attention to home-making and teach- 
er training. 

One o( the recommendations that 
especially arouses Ire Is the section 
urging that liberal arts at the agri- 
cultural college be developed tor gen- 
eral cultural and citizenship purposes, 
but without emphasis as a major line 
of work. In other words, turn out a 
graduate who has no bsckbone, an 
individual who has no decision, in 



other words a tyy^ot Jelly-Hah cltltes 
who Is cultnrsly educated but who 
knows nothing. Ye Oods, give me 
air. — K. Bf . W.

The third number ot the aeries ot 
lectures by members of the English 
department on representative modern 
writers was given by Prof. H. W. 
Davis, bead ot the department, on 
Wednesday afternoon. Professor 
Davis discussed the works ot Comp- 
ton Mackenzie. 

"In the past decade, Mackenzie has 
been one of the most noted Ilgures In 
English literary life," said Professor 
Davis. "He has produced some 14 
works In that time, making his 
greatest reputation as a novelist, and 
also gaining some tame as poet, cri- 
tic, essayist, actor, dramatist, play 
producer, and soldier. 

"Mackentie believes that the chief 
Justiflcatlon for writing novels is the 
capacity to entertain a certain num- 
ber ot people: consequently he is not 
writing to correct or relieve the op- 
pressed, but merely to entertain. 

"He develops a novel oat ot a 
gronp of people with marked person- 
alities. These characters reappear 
In succeeding novels, under new situ- 
ations and with new problems to 
solve. 

"The novels of Mackentie are form- 
lesa, but picturesque. His most 
outstanding characteristics are accur- 
acy ot expression, and an almost un- 
canny nnderetandiag of the seatl-

"Heredtty in Human Improve' 
m«iit" was the subject dlncuued at 
the meetInK of the Scienge club, Mon- 
day evening. Dr. R. G. Naboura, 
head of the zoology department, and 
Doctor Perry, eupertntendent of the 
hoapltBl for the Inaane at Topeka, 
were the principal ipeakertg. 

Doctor Nabours opened the dia- 
cuhbIod with a paper on "Inier>rela- 
tlons of Nature and Nurture In Hum- 
an Advancement." "It in a common 
belief that the dark complexion of 
the men tn the troplcn, la the result 
of itenerationn of the tannlnx influ- 
ence of the 9UB," Doctor Nabours 
atated. 

"Put the question to a general 
refarendum, and tbe answer would 
be overwhelming afllrmatlve. But 
la this the case or do theHO people 
live In the tropica bcause their dark 
■kin nil them for life In a wirm 
Climate? 

"Thia question and otbera ot a 
fllmllar nature are aa yet unanswered. 
The riuentlon which they all Involve 
la: Are acquired characteristics In- 
herited? 

"While not one cose of the Inheri- 
tance of an acquired chsrarterlHtlc 
has been proved, some at (he extiert- 
tnenta have shown great promise, anil 
the field la still open. 

"That nurture may have great In- 
nuence on the nature that has been 
Inheriled," he continued, "Is msde 
evident by the effects of nutrlllon, 
poison, exercise, and the like. 

Doctor Nabours closed hts lecture 
by showing a number of slldea show- 
ing the results of some experiments In 
breeding. 

Doctor Perry, brought out the ex- 
tent of the problem of cnrlng for 
4he unlit, by giving statistics showing 
the number of Insane, feeble minded, 
and epileptlcn tn the United fllales, 
and In Kanfias. 

"It Is Imposalhle to give deflnlte 
cauaes for Inaanity In particular 
cases," Doctor Perry stated, "since 
we cannot tell how much Is due to 



heredity and how much to stress. 
The more 1 study the matter, how- 
ever, the more I am convinced of the 
overwhelming Importance of heredity 
in producing these defectives." 

Two remedies were susgested by 
Doctor Perry. First, an Increase in 
the number of the desirable people, 
by Immigration, by state endowment 
of motherhood, and by educational 
propogands. Second, the limiting of 
I the undenlratiles by means of segre- 
I gallon, more stringent marriage laws, 
I by a wider knowledge of contracep- 
tive methodH. and by HierllUatlon. In 
the Judgement of Doctor Perry, the 
latter method offered the most practi- 
cal solution. 

"I believe that the day will come 
wlipn people will wi'loome auch a 
law." he declared. "I am not so 
optimistic ns to lidli-ve that this is 
the flnsi solution of the problem, but 
It Ih the sharp entering wedge," ~

"Lei ua get out of the wheat ex 
port tnislnesa, and give Europe what 
she wants," said Dr. Alonso E. Tay- 
lor, nationally known wheat expert, 
In his addreoa to the students of ag- 
riculture last week. Doctor Taylor 
stopped at the college for a short 
visit while enroute to Topeka where 
be appeared on the program of the 
state agricultural convention. 

"The general theory ia," declared 
Dr. Taylor, "that the wheat we ex- 
port controls prices. The average 
production cost for a bushel ot wheat 
Is from BO cents to tl.23. The aver- 
age cost of a Tiushel of wheat Is at 
a direct loss of about 15 centa." 
"There are many reasons why we 
cannot compete with other nations 
In wheat exportation, Canada bai 
cheaper land, and settlers there are 
encouraged to buy with long time 
loans; their land Is aelllng at half 
fhe price of that in America, In 
Argentina laborers are brought from 
Europe and returned. In all these 
countries the labor per acre In com- 
parison to yield la less than ours, ac- 
cording to Doctor Taylor. 

Russia Is troubled with transpor- 
tation difficulties but Is rapidly re-

The "so-called comnilxalon" which 
made 'profound recom men du lions" 
and "apparently host around the buHh 
miacrabiy " was appolntt^d by the 
department of tbf) interior at Wash- 
Ington. It conHiated of Dr. George 
P. Zook, Hpeclaliat In higher educa- 
tion, I', a. Bureau of iCducatlon; Dr. 
hot UK D. Cottmun. prentdent of the 
UnlverHiiy of Miniicxnto; and Dean 
A. It. Mann, of the College of Ar- 
rtcuHure. Cornell university. New 
York. 

Their recommendations were made 
as th« resiiU at u personal survey of 
the higher Imitltutions of Iflarnlng In 
Kansaa, including not only tbe unl- 
vemliy and thn agricultural coUoge, 
but the three titate normal schtrals 
as well. Tbe survey »a« made upon 
request of the board ot administra- 
tion of Kansas. 

Under these clrcumBtSBc«s, It Is 
blgbly Improbable that tK« members 
ot tbe commission, from tome un- 
known and unnatural prejudice, 
should make recommendationa mere- 
ly as a 'line piece of propaganda for 
the turiberance ot the inane Inter- 
ests of a state university." Why the 
Interests of a "state UDlverslty" 
aboutd be inane is difficult to im- 
agine. 

Certainly that damnlog ailjecUve 
could be applied to ao prejudlc«d and 
dogmatic an attack upon the recom- 
mendations ot an autborl^pd and 
prffiumably dlslntarested commis- 
sion. 

Whether all tb» recommendations 
wer« Just r«m«liti to be aeen ; wtaetb- 
«r all of them are faaalWe Is like- 
wise a question for tha tntare. But 
a haatr and ill-advlaed attack of tho 
sort which appeared last week Is poor 
testimony tor tbia Institution. — B. 
O. N. 




"The Carrying of tbe Ghost," a 
book of verse Just publisbed by Nel- 
son Antrim Crawford, bead ot tbe 
department of Journalism, glvea the 
author a i^emfer place among poets 
of tbe modern school. 

The title poem was awarded the 
prlie of tlOO in the poetry contest 
conducted by the Kansas Authors 
club In 1920. "The Carrying of the 
Ohoat" describes a Mes-qua-kie In- 
dian burial ceremony. In which the 
friends of the dead warrior entreat 
the mourners to let tbe ghost ot the 
brave be carrlt^d away to the Happy 
Hunting Ground. One must hear 
tbe poem read atoud to appreciate 
It fully. 

Some of the verses are pictures, 
the work of an artist who does with 
words what a painter does with col- 
or. Take this, from "Improvisation:" 
"O delicate green and wistaria atlll- 

nesaea 
laid lengthwise 
on allver-ttpped oUve 
ripples. ..." 
"Yellow llcht 
rests quiescent, earesslnc 
on glazed lavender waves." 

Or tbe deecrlptlon of tbe catalpa, 
from "Trees:" 

"Pink -sprinkled Hummer twilight 
And soft brown velvet 
Ot a. violin. " 

The author Is lavish with his blues 
and yellow and greens. In "The 
Key of Blue" we ftndr 
"But your voice cornea from the dark, 

and I see 
A dull-blue woven thing. 
Full ot the Mnell of blue roses . . . ." 
"A symphony o( blu«-and-altvcr 
nights." 

Other verseft are bright with such 
vivid phrases sa "yellow lantern 
suns." "china-blue hyacinths," "deep 
blue squills," ''yellow bair and 
bright green amock," "caress invit- 
ing green silk." 

This artist who can paint "lilac 
lighted sunsets" and "Incense smoke, 
curling lavender spirals," Is not 
always so subtle In his use of color. 
With the firm strokes of a Sandzen 
he paints the "stark red days on 
brown sands," "splasblng purple, 
red. blue. gold, over the grey side- 
walk," and the "dirty, red-brown 
powder" and "hard grey sand" ot tbe 
plains, 

There Is something of Browning 
In the tone of "The Photograph," a 
page from the diary of Elolse Gray- 
son, afterward Mrs. Frank Leicester. 
Many of the heat lines are found 
In the sonnets, "The Mathematician." 
and "Around You Music"; the lyric 
"Song." which won the Betty Earle 
prlie In 1923; and "Comrades and 
I.-overs, Rest Not." The latter was 
published In 1!H9 for the Whitman 
centennial. Written In the character- 
Isttc broad rythm of Whitman, it Is 
an Ironical Indictment of smugness 
and i'om!>lacency as exemplified by

Wants Press Agent* to Tell Truth 

Miss OUvotti, prima donna in 
"WUdnower," which Arthur Ham- 
mersteln Is presenting at the Mar- 
shal] theater Friday, with special 
orchestra, is one ot tbe handsomest 
women on the stage. There are 
some who say she is the handsomest. 
Yet she doean't wish her good looks 
to be her claim tor public recoRnt- 
tion, and she hates to have her ph'^ 
ture displayed on billboards and 
other public places. 

In another way she Is unlciue 
among tbe actresses; she detests th« 
methods of tbe modern press agent 
In manufacturing and printing all 
sorts of fake stories. Other players 
may endorse such ' methods, but sbe 
seta her face srtongly against tbem. 
"The public will not be tooled," she 
saya. "Tbey will Judge me by what 
I do on the stage — not by foolsih 
stories ot what I do away from the 
theatre." 



Tbe name* ot Ruth St. Dents, Isa- 
dora Dun^n, and Pavlowa repreaent, 
to a musically appreciative group, 
artists who have done most to give a 
visual Interpretation — usually new — 
by the dance to works of tbe music 
masters. M uslc has always been sub- 
jected to the dangers of becoming 
convention a Hied and fixed by rhy- 
thmic and other formulae. The dance 
has exerted an influence by Its arti- 
ficial figures to govern the rhythm, 
form, and even thematic material ot 
melodies. With a more flexible sys- 
tem of Interpretation, auch as these 
artists have given, the complexity ot 
tbe accompanying music may be In- 
creased. 

Tbe Incomparable Ruth St. Denis 
made lier first appearance at the col- 
lege auditorium In a waltz by Brahms 
and In Liebestraum by LIsit. While 
all tbe numbers in the Spanlsb suite 
seemed to draw tbe heaviest applause, 
I thought that Miss Denis waa at her 
best In interpreting Liszt, for her 
bands, which are her greatest factors 
in Interpretation, were so expressive, 
vivid, each movement so significant 
as to create the feeling by their use 
alone. But perhaps the most artistic 
were her postures repreaentlag Kuan 
Yin, tbe Chinese goddess of mercy; 
this gave proof that the traduione 
and technique ot tbe dancing of other 
nations is studied, not as an end in 
Itself, but as a stimulus and Inspira- 
tion toward the eventual production 
ot an art dance that Is essentially 
and distinctly American. Many other 
Interpretations should be mentioned, 
but all would repeat tbe praise ot 
how her body animates the feeling ot 
the story she is expressing. 

Mr. Shawn brought much of bril- 
liant and physical attainment Into a 
harmonloufl whole. Never did he dis- 
play any of the dreadful solemnity 
that makes the average dance evening 
so depressing and gives one the feel- 
ing ot being an addict ot art. Rather 
be gave a refreshing tone to every 
part 80 that one watched and listened 
with expectation. He seemed to be 
most effective in the Siamese dance, 
but personally I thought both 
reached great heights in the closing 
Egyptian number. 

With one or two exceptions, tbe 
program given here was the same as 
presented on their tour last season; 
1 missed the gorgeous backgrounds 
which they used when 1 saw ihem be- 



fore, but their cost times this year 
were far more elaborate. In tbe 
ancient Toltec legend, which by the 
way. has the choreography by Ted 
Shawn, the costumes were almost of 
tbe flashing nature, and they too 
were designed by Mr. Shawn. 

Much praise should be given also 
to Charles Weld man. Georgia Gra- 
ham, and Miss Douglas because to 
most of us they seemed to deserve 
near-equal honors with even the em- 
inent Ruth 8l Denis and Ted Shawn. 
They, like many others, have de- 
veloped entirely under the dirction ot 
these two great artists and they most 
likely will, like others, become teach- 
ers In the Denlsbawn schools and 
continue tbe teaching of this art, dis- 
tinctly American. — M. S. E.

Needless to say, his boast has come 
true. 

From the Income of MacDonabue's 
mlltlons New Orleans today haa many 
fine school bulldlnga. At first the In- 
come waa uaed only for boya' acbools. 
Later, it became available for high 
schoola for glrla (they are not accua- 
tomed to coeducation in New Or- 
leana). and thla past year some of 
It was uaed for eatabllahment ot a 
trade school for colored people. Ac- 
cording to Doctor Juatin, tbla recogni- 
tion of the need of education for 
colored people la a hopeful Indication 
of a Bolntion of the Illiteracy of the 
negro In New Orleans.

There waa a atroHK 
commuolty conacluuHDeaH, and plann 
were on foot to build a eommanlty 
houae for worship and recreation. 
Then the war came, and for a period 
of time tbe projort lay dormant.

Offff and on for three yeara. the 
farmera and towuHpeople have 
worked at the community houat; riur- 
inic alack geaaon*. All the htlmr with 
th ft exception of the expert curpentry 
haa been done by volunteers tind 
every pereon la credited on the aub- 
■criptlon Ilat with the wages he would 
huve received tor I Me hours iiut In. 

Thia winter I he building wuh fin- 
ished with alucco and lined with met- 
al lath. Formal dedication nervlreH 
were held on Jt&aur 1. 

The building lias a I urge audllor- 
luni with removable xotUa ao that It 
may be uaed aa a gymtiaslum and 
recreation ball. There la a large ata(;e 
with dreMlng rooma. and a baaement 
which aervea as kitchen and dining 
room. A gallary at one end of the 



main floor ftirnlahea additional seat- 
ing sriare. The building haa furnace 
heal and elect rio IlKhts. 

A I'limiiiuhlty diuice la held every 
two weeks where many of the old 
aiiuare danreK are j>erformed. l.<ouU- 
vllle haa, bealden lis two high achool 
basket ball teams, a men'a alumni 
teen) which haa several college etu- 
dents aa memlKTs. Home talent 
plays and rommunliy dinnera are held 
In the community houae, and the 
people are now planning to have a 
church 8ervj,re each Sunday evening. 
Although tbe building haa only re- 
cently been flnlahed. It haa been in 
uae for over a year.

The Kansas Stale Agricultural col- 
lege has one ut the best equipped 
meat laboratories of any college in 
the United States. This laboratory, 
which was completed recently, la In ; 
the north end of the east wing of j *''*'"*"''^'** 
Waters hall. 

The biilUllnK and "quipping ot this' 
laboratory enables tlie college to of- 
fer atudents a complete course in 
killing, cutting, curing, and keepiuR 
meat. D. L. Mackintosh, sHsistant 
profesuor of animal husbandry, who 
teaches the course in meat cuttluf?, 
Is a graduate o( the University of 
Minnesota where he sperlatUed lu 
this work. Minnesota was the Drsi 
school to inetall a laboratory of this 
kind and up to the lime the UfW 
one at the Kansas State Arrrlcultural 
college was completed had the Imski 
and most up to date etiulpment of 
any Institution in the United States. 

The laboratory is complete In every 
detail. On the lirst floor Is found a 
section In which the killing is done. 
Here Is plenty of room for thf hand- 
ling of the carcass, a large vnt for 
scalding the hogs and space for skin- 
ning other animals. As soon as the 
animal is killed it Is mnde fast to a 
hook which runs on a small track. 
Thin track connects with the cooling 
room, the refrigerator, the meat 
block, the acales, and the storage 
room, carrying the carcass of the ani- 
mal through every stage of handling. 
The rooli>r, Htorafie. and refrlKcra- 
tor rooni,<4 are hullt Into the building. 
All are entirely modern. These rooms! 
are lined with a six inch layer of 
cork wlijrh Insures almost perfect 
Insulation. The temperature may l>e| 
lowered or raised at will by mean.i' 
of nn automatic ammonia compres- 
sor. This ceropressor enables the 
temperature to be lowered to «oro If 
It Is so desriod. This feature makes 
it possible to keep the room at a 
point which will be desired In pro- 
portion to the amount of freshly 
prepared meat hanging within. 

The butcher shop, which is at the 
norl beast corner of the building, is 
small but well arranred. In the 
basement ore three smoke rooms, 
vnia for rendering lard, lard press, 
an ammonia compressor for low- 
ering the temperature In the refrig- 
erator, and a rgom for the storing of 
hldea. There la a complete locker 
room containing showers and other 
modem conveniences.
